T he Big Beast left Green Willow 

Farm in Westminster, Md., two years 
ago, but that doesn’t mean breeders 
Ron and Carolyn Green aren’t proud of 
the Maryland-bred Grade 1 winner they 
raised. 

“It’s what you strive for in the breeding 
business,” said Ron, of the 3-year-old 
colt who won Saratoga’s King’s Bishop 
for owners Alex and Jo Ann Lieblong 
Aug. 23. ‘Wou hope they aU turn out that 


good. You feel a connection and it makes 
you proud that you bred that caliber of a 
horse.” 

Unraced at 2, the son of Yes It’s True 
rocketed from maiden to Grade 1 winner 
in three starts for the Lieblongs and 
trainer Tony Dutrow-winning a Belmont 
Park maiden in June, a Saratoga allowance 
in late July and then the $500,000 King’s 
Bishop over seven rivals. The Big Beast 
waited in third behind speedy Florida

shipper Fast Anna in the 7-furlong stakes, 
got spun five wide entering the stretch 
and scored by a neck in 1:22.35. Fast 
Anna stayed for second with favorite 
Coup de Grace third. 

The Greens bought V V S Flawless, 
The Big Beast’s dam, at Keeneland’s 
January sale in 2003 for $130,000 as 
a broodmare prospect. The daughter 
of Deputy Minister had placed in a 
stakes and was out of stakes winner 
Singing Heart. Ron Green recalled liking 
her conformation, and “loved” the 
connection to Deputy Minister. She has 
produced five winners, led by The Big 
Beast and stakes-placed Koh I Noor. The 
Greens race the latter in partnership with 
Hot Silks Racing Stable. 

The Greens sold V V S Flawless 
privately to Kentuckian James Herbener 
Jr., who sold The Big Beast as agent for 
the Greens at Keeneland September 
2012 for $32,000. The following year, the 
Lieblongs (who also raced The Big Beast’s 
half-brother Big Lute) bought the future 
Grade 1 winner for $150,000 at the Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales. Herbener consigned The 
Big Beast’s half-brother (by Trappe Shot) 
to this year’s Keeneland September Sale. 

Named for his oversized frame and 
rollicking attimde. The Big Beast took 
awhile to mamre and tests the patience of 
Dutrow, as evidenced by morning photos 
of the colt acting up at the barn. For the 
King’s Bishop, Dutrow brought a lead 
pony to the paddock—and the winner’s 
circle-and was thrilled with the results. 

“He was an angel,” the trainer said. 

‘We spent a lot of time with his pony in 
the paddock. We were hoping it would go 
as well as it did.” 

Green recalled a big, but well- 
mannered yearhng, at Green Willow. 

“He was the biggest one of the crop, 
but we never had any problems with him 
here,” he said. “The bad ones stick out 
in your mind and he wasn’t one of those. 
He was just another yearhng. The ones 
that never do anything wrong, you don’t 
remember that much. He wasn’t rough by 
any means, but you never know once they 
get fit.” 

The Big Beast came out of the King’s 
Bishop with an ankle chip and was 
scheduled for surgery and a 60-day break.

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Talking about a Travers for Virginia 


V irginia-owned V. E. Day upset the 
Travers Stakes-Gl at Saratoga Aug. 
23. Owned by Maggie Bryant of 
The Plains, the son of English Channel 
was purchased by Bryanfs American rac¬ 
ing manager Cynthia Tucker Curtis at the 
Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 2-year- 
olds in training sale in 2013. Trained 
by Jimmy Jerkens, V E. Day nailed 
stablemate Wicked Strong, who also has 
Virginia connections through Centennial 
Farm, in the final stride to win by a nose. 

Bryant has been a longtime owner in 
the United States and France. She and 
her late husband Herbert Bryant owned 
Virginia-bred White Rammer, who 
won 14 races including the Triple Bend 
Handicap at Hollywood Park in 1979. A 
sister to longtime Virginia owner/breeder 
George Ohrstrom Jr. (who died in 2005), 
Bryant owns about 100 horses in France 
and 100 in the U.S.; they include flat 
horses, steeplechase horses, broodmares 
and foxhunters. 

Curtis operates Chester Stables, an 
aU-purpose bloodstock business from her 
base in Middleburg, Va. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbreds Sean and Joe 
Clancy talked to Curtis about selecting 
V E. Day and winning the Travers for 
Bryant. 

MAT: Describe what it was hke for 
Bryant to win the Travers. 

Curtis: There isn’t a woman who 
deserves it more than she does. She’s been 
in this sport-flat racing, jump racing, 
everything. She absolutely loves the game, 
for the horses. It’s just for the horses. She 
has supported racing and loved racing for 
so long, she just enjoys horses. It’s just 
nice to have a top-level horse for her. 

MAT: Describe her reaction to 
winning the Travers. 

Curtis: She cried for two hours. 

She was absolutely ecstatic. She wanted an 
English Channel from the time she saw 
him win at Colonial Downs (in 2005). She 
wanted one, we found one. 

MAT: When did you get the job as 
racing manager? 

Curtis: She never had a racing 
manager here and I took it on about 
six years ago. That’s when we started 
changing what we were doing and moving 
things around, getting more of a plan 
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and more of a strategy for what we’re 
doing. She had concentrated on her 
French operation and she had a lot of 
homebreds here, but never really had 
anybody here pulling it all together. We 
are finally starting to see the operation 
turn around and become what we hoped 
it would become. 


MAT: Describe your relationship 
with Bryant. 

Curtis: i had bought horses on 
and off for her and sold horses for 
her for the last 20 years-mostly her 
racehorses that didn’t make it, selling 
them as hunters and that type of thing. 
Then I bought one or two horses for 
her at the sales. When they restrucmred 
some stuff at the farm, she asked me if 
I would officially be her racing manager. 
I’ve been an agent buying horses at the 
sales for people for 20 years. Chester 
Stables was what I did but I never had the 
opportunity to buy a number of horses 
for anybody until now. 

MAT: How did you purchase V. E. 
Day?

TImonlum-taking the 
racetrack to the people

I n the first pony race at Timonium Friday, Aug. 29, one runner acted up briefly, got 
sideways, and lost his pint-sized rider. The crowd gasped. 

At which point, the rider’s folks put him back aboard, and the group-rider, pony, 
and two parents holding the lead line-ran down the track and crossed the finish line to 
loud applause. 

The next day, in a maiden race, 3-year-old Walk of Stars won by 30H lengths in a 
one-mile race. 

It’s that kind of place, Timonium, at once strange and whimsical. 

The racing’s middhng, and handle’s generally fight-a sign of our simulcast- 
dependent times-but the crowds are decent-sized (nearly 2,500 on closing day), 
enthusiastic, and perhaps a little boozy. As the horses mrn for home in most any race, 
the increasingly urgent screams are a refreshing counterpoint to the deathly quiet that 
hangs over too many racetracks on too many days. 

The lone fair meet remaining in the East, Timonium’s a heady taste of what 
racing used to be. Empty grandstands everywhere attest: It’s hard to get people to 
the racetrack. Timonium brings the racetrack to the people and in so doing, attracts a 
crowd different from the one that usually populates Laurel and Pimlico. Maybe, just 
maybe, it mints a new fan or two. 

Once, in Maryland, the half-miler circuit included the Big T, Hagerstown, Marlboro, 
Bel Air, Cumberland and Parole-a whole state where racing came to the people every 
year. These days, only the Big T survives. 

Now positioned at the end of Maryland’s long summer break, Timonium serves as a 
kind of appetizer for what’s to come. Once it closes. Laurel Park reopens; better horses, 
better purses, and better races await. 

Yet it stands on its own, too: hard-knocking horses and blue-collar racing. The 
horses round the far mrn and race towards home, the Ferris wheel and Tilt-a-Whirl 
looming behind them. 

And if the betting’s unappetizing or, worse, unsuccessful, that’s OK. There’s always 
State Fair food to comfort the afflicted wagerer. 

In fact. I’ll meet you at the funnel cake stand.

“I had never hunted but I 
had ridden, so I tried it.” 



That was 22 years ago. 
When the Griffins found 
themselves in the market 
for hunters, they contacted 
canter’s Jessica Morthole. 
She rides out with the 
Wicomico Hunt Club, of 
which Jim Griffin is a 
master. 

‘‘Jim leads second flight 
of the Wicomico Hunt, and 
that can be a tough job for 
any horse, let alone a green 
Thoroughbred,” Morthole 
said. “I really wanted to 
make sure I paired them 
with the right mounts for 
the job. I think it would be 
tough to find better horses. 
They took right to it; they 
are both lovely horses.” 

CANTER Mid Atlantic 
takes horses on donation 
from trainers at Bowie, 
Charles Town, Delaware 
Park, Laurel and Pimhco. 

The racehorses are let 
down, re-trained and then 
I re-homed. Each receives a 
j minimum of 30 days—but 
< typically up to 90 days—of 
^ training to ensure a good 
foundation. Morthole works 
particularly hard to determine 
what types of jobs and riders will best suit 
the horses. 

“Many people read my blog and 
follow the horses through the re-training 
process,” she said. “We have a loyal 
customer base. When you make happy 
matches it really does wonders in building 
word of mouth about our program.” 

Areutrue was the Griffins’ first 
acquisition. His previous owner. Dawn 
Mellen of Bran Jam Stable, reached out 
to CANTER when the gelding’s career 
began to wind down. Mellen’s non-profit. 
After the Finish Line, tries to retire horses 
owned by their stable. Areutrue ran on 
the West Coast for nearly four years 
before ending up on the Pennsylvania 
circuit late in 2010. The dark bay Florida- 
bred son of Is It True and the Wardlaw 
mare Permissive retired at 7 in 2011 after 
38 starts, three wins and $69,650 earned.

A small Delaware farm literally min¬ 
utes from the Atlantic Ocean isn’t 
exactly the place you expect to 
find foxhunters, much less off-the-track 
Thoroughbreds. Standardbreds and 
Chincoteague ponies, maybe-after all, 
when in Rome. . . but thanks to CANTER 
Mid Atlantic, former runners Areutrue 
and Bhng Star Dreams are thriving with 
owners Jim and Pat Griffin at 20-acre 
Stillwater Farm in Lewes. 

Transplants from the Washington, DC., 
area, the Griffins came to foxhunting 
later in fife. Born in Texas and raised in 
Arkansas, Jim Griffin migrated to the 
DC. area after being discharged from the 
Marine Corps. He had ridden as a child 
but renewed his interest in the sport after 
meeting Pat, who was taking a lesson at a 
local stable. 


“Back then it was me and six 10-year- 
old girls,” said Pat, the State Court 
Administrator of Delaware. “You can just 
picture that.” 

“It was a clinic, right around here at an 
indoor facility,” said Jim, an attorney in 
private practice. “This was many years ago. 
So I went and they put me on a horse; 

I was just messing around. But Richard 
Zimmerman, who was teaching the chnic, 
was a member of Wicomico Hunt.” 

Soon, Zimmerman had Jim Griffin 
jumping fences and asked a simple 
question, “Do you hke to go foxhunting?” 
Griffin had never hunted, but he had 
ridden, and went hunting on one of 
Zimmerman’s horses. 

“He had a service—for |75 he’d bring 
the horse all turned out and you’d just 
drive your car and get on,” Jim said. 
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“He took right to his new job/’ Morthole said. “He was 
lovely in the bridle, loved to jump, hacked out quietly and just 
answered yes to anything you asked of him. When Jim said 
he wanted a horse that would hunt, I knew this one would be 
perfect for the job.” 

He was. So much so that Pat Griffin laid claim to him herself 

“’Ru’ is the nicest horse I’ve ever had,” she said. “I was 
looking for a safe horse. Actually Jim ended up with him first, 
and then I stole him because he was just so nice. He’s reaUy a 
great pet. He’s very calm; some horses can’t take foxhunting 
because there is just a lot going on. But he is a wonderful guy. . . 
just a nice, easy temperament.” 

He seems the prototypical ladies’ hunter: just under 16 hands, 
lovely head and bright, kind eye, affable, rehable. 

Great news for Pat, but Jim was a man without a horse. Back 
to the drawing board—and Morthole—and BUng Star Dreams 
entered the picture. 

The towering light bay, now 9, was bred in California by 
David Abrams, Tom Roberts and Victor Johnson. The son of 
Unusual Heat and the Corporate Report mare Chairwoman 
was donated to CANTER by trainer Peter Levine. A career that 
began in May 2009 at Hollywood Park ended 3,000 miles away 
at Delaware Park in September 2011 with a resume of 
24-4-5-3 and earnings of $56,666. Levine, who has donated 
several retirees to CANTER, informed Morthole that the horse 
had a minor tendon but had been rehabbing at a local farm. 

Morthole went to visit, and fell in love. 

“I hadn’t seen the horse, but trusted Peter when he said he 
was lovely,” she said. “When he walked out of the stall, my jaw 
dropped. Wow, this horse was stunning and the tendon was so 
minor you couldn’t see it.” 

The gelding ticked aU the boxes; he just needed more 
confidence and seasoning before taking on his new role as 
a field master’s mount. Jim used off-season trail riding and 
popping the horse over logs and namral elements encountered 
along the way. The transition with Wicomico was seamless. 

The Wicomico Hunt Club, the Delmarva Peninsula’s only 
remaining hunt sanctioned by the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association, has fixtures in Maryland and Delaware. The kennels 
are in Newark, Md., just south of Berhn, with the closest fixture 
to the Griffins in Laurel, Del. 

“We hunt a big 600-acre farm on Woodland Ferry Road, and 
behind the farm along the Nanticoke River and Broad Creek 
there are about 2,000 acres of [Nanticoke Wildlife Area]. The 
fox is hemmed in by the river and the creek on both sides,” Jim 
said. ‘We have about 70 members, but they’re aU over. Some 
in Delaware, as far north as Dover. Some in Maryland around 
Denton, Easton, Salisbury, Ocean City, StevensviUe up by the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge.” 

The Griffins’ proximity to the coast affords them the 
opportunity to trailer their horses to Delaware’s Cape Henlopen 
State Park—about 10 minutes from their home—and ride along 
the beach, which is permitted from October through April each 
year. 

“You know,” Pat smiled, “these two horses had been on the 
track their whole lives so they knew nothing of any of this. It 
proves that if you give them the opportunity, they can just 
blossom.” ^

Stepping in, 
and up, for 
the horses 


A few days before this maga 2 ine 
went to press, I read an article 
by associate editor Cindy Deubler 
and thought about October. The year’s 
10th month includes the Maryland 
Million, the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics, the Far HiUs Races, champion¬ 
ship races at Belmont Park, the first 
day of the Breeders’ Cup and plenty of 
other big events in Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing. Other than Triple Crown time and 
August in Saratoga, October might be 
racing’s most glossy postcard. 

But Deubler’s feature on the Foxie 
G Foundation and the plight of some 
Thoroughbreds it rescued, shoved aside 
the bright, shiny stuff for a moment. 

We’ll run the article in a future 
magazine, but (in short) the founda¬ 
tion, a horse rescue created by Laurie 
Calhoun in Maryland, received a call 
two years ago about some neglected 
Thoroughbred mares. Their owner had 
acquired them for breeding purposes, 
planning to simply give away the foals 
in hopes of collecting breeder bonuses. 
It never really panned out. He didn’t 
foUow the steps necessary for Jockey 
Club registration, he didn’t even plan for 
adequate care. 

Ultimately, the owner came under 
scrutiny from authorities, charges were 
filed, the SPCA took in the horses and 
he was convicted of animal cruelty in 
Pennsylvania. 

But that didn’t even cover all the 
horses he owned. There were more in 
Maryland in a similar plight. The result 
is a ghastly tale of Thoroughbreds left 
to fend for themselves in a field with no 
shelter, no visits from the blacksmith, 
no veterinary examinations and no care 
save for a sympathetic farmer who gave 
them some hay. 

And that’s where Foxie G got 
involved. Some mares were pregnant. 
Some had foals by their sides. All were 
in need of food, shelter and basic care. 

They needed human intervention, 
and got it. 


Calhoun, her husband Jerry and a 
team of other Thoroughbred volun¬ 
teers dove in. They didn’t wait for a 
study. They didn’t consider the eco¬ 
nomic impact. They didn’t appoint a 
spokesperson or schedule a meeting. 
They went to work. 

They saved the horses they could, 
they did some investigative work to 
uncover pedigrees and race records, they 
contacted former owners, they worked 
with the foals, they found homes. Two 
years later, many are leading productive 
lives. A 2-year-old filly awaits Jockey 
Club approval to begin a racing career. 
A yearling colt was named grand cham¬ 
pion Thoroughbred at the Maryland 
State Fair’s yearling show. 

Remember the horses. I guess that’s 
the point of such a cautionary story. 

They were bred for racing, for the 
sport. They can’t be abandoned. Owners 
and breeders must be responsible for 
the horses’ welfare. You can’t give your 
horse away and assume someone will 
care for it the way you did. You can’t 
simply wash your hands of an animal. 

This magazine celebrates the Thor¬ 
oughbred and the people who take part 
in racing’s big events. We get a chance 
to cover Thoroughbred majesty on the 
racetrack. We get the opportunity to 
profile ex-racehorses who get second 
chances in the Pensioners on Parade 
feature. We get to follow the career arcs 
of yearlings who top the sales, stallions 
who lead the standings, broodmares 
who produce winners. 

But while you’re celebrating this 
month, think about Foxie G and all the 
other organizations doing good work 
out there. For theirs is a job that’s never 
finished. ^

He 
could be a world-class dressage horse, an 
Olympic eventer, a Grade 1 steeplechaser, 
a ladies hunter out for a hack. 

But no, he’s (as of this summer anyway) 
one of the best turf horses in the world, 
training for the Breeders’ Cup on the hills 
and fields and roads of Chester County. 

He’s owned by Andrew Bentley Racing, 
the stable name of Andrew Bentley and his 
parents Greg and Carohne. Last fall, the 
Bentleys sent Graham and advisor Rusty 
Carrier to Kentucky for the Keeneland 
November breeding stock sale for the 
express purpose of buying Hardest Core. 
Long term, steeplechasing was the plan 
and if Graham and Carrier liked what they 
saw they had a green hght to buy the bay 
colt—at that point a stakes-placed winner 
of three races for Ghostzapper Racing and 
trainer Kiaran McLaughlin. 

‘We were following him, we knew we 
wanted him,” said Graham. ‘At the sale, 
I think everybody was looking at him, but 
they were all thinking somebody was going 
to go after him or maybe they were going 
to buy him back. Nobody thought we were 
going to have the money to go in and get 
him. We knew we did, but we acted hke we 


didn’t. If I saw somebody at the sale I tried 
not to mention him.” 

The bidding stopped at $210,000 and 
Carrier, who’d first seen the horse on tele¬ 
vision when he broke his maiden in May 
2013, signed the ticket with a shaky hand. 

“Everybody says you’ve got to act pro¬ 
fessional, but as soon as we were the final 
bidder, we stood up and yelled so I guess 
we weren’t acting Hke we’d been there 
before,” said Graham. “Hats off to Rusty, 
he’s picked out a lot of nice horses and he 
reaHy wanted this horse.” 

Graham, involved with steeplechase 
horses throughout his Hfe, caUs Hardest 
Core “everything you want as a jumper” 
physicaUy. The son of Hard Spun is big 
but not overly so. He’s got a long stride 
at every gait. He brings power to those 
strides with a massive shoulder, a strong 
hind end and plenty of top Hne. Those last 
two ingredients weren’t always there, said 
Graham, who paid credit to making the 
colt a gelding and to hours of long, slow 
training sessions. 

Of course. Hardest Core is not a stee¬ 
plechaser and won’t be any time soon— 
though he’s a lovely, natural jumper—which 
means aU of those physical strengths get 
put to use on the flat. 


“He had that flat-track body when he 
came,” said Graham. “He’s changed. When 
he was stiU a colt, his hind end looked 
weak. We thought there was something 
we could build on, which was part of the 
reason why we wanted him. I knew he 
would improve if we cut him and I knew 
he would improve at the farm.” 

Graham also knew he’d keep the horse 
on the flat for a while, to see how much 
improvement was there. 

Hardest Core nearly didn’t get the 
chance, because after being gelded he 
needed emergency surgery at New Bolton 
Center to remove several feet of intestine 
and nearly died. Though rocked. Hardest 
Core recovered and was soon back eating 
normaUy and started training in February. 
By summer he was ready to run and won 
an allowance race at Parx June 28. Two 
weeks later, he won the Cape Henlopen 
Stakes at Delaware Park. 

Then came the MiUion, but not before 
plenty of debate as Graham mulled other 
options —the American St. Leger on the 
Aug. 16 ArHngton MilHon undercard, the 
Grade 1 Sword Dancer at Saratoga, a more 
conservative turf stakes in the region. . .

based jockey Eriluis Va 2 (two graded 
stakes mounts from nearly 5,000 rides). 
In Chicago, Graham went aU steeplechase 
trainer. 

‘d want you to do one thing for me,” he 
told the jockey the night before the race. 

'Whafs that, Eddie?” Vaz rephed. 

'Walk the course with me.” 

So, the morning of the race, they walked 
the course. 

"He didn’t ride any other races that day 
and you’ve got that long backside there,” 
said Graham. "It’s so wide open, it’s just a 
little different. People thought I was crazy, 
but I think it helped.” 

In the winner’s circle afterward, Vaz 
thanked Graham for the suggestion. 

Course walk or not. Hardest Core ran 
like he belonged. The nearly 12-1 shot 
broke from the rad, and backed off the 
early pace of Side Glance (GB) and favor¬ 
ite Magician (Ire) whde fifth. The winner 
held his ground and moved to fourth 
behind the top pair and 2013 winner Real 
Solution as they went up that wide-open 
backside. With a half-mde to go, Vaz gave 
Hardest Core a little rein and he eased to 
Magician’s flank whde stiU on the rad. With 
giant strides. Hardest Core eased off the 


inside near the end of the turn as Magician 
went on, and drifted wider at the top of 
the stretch. Like a car shifting gears, the 
second-longest shot on the board lowered 
his head and went after last year’s Breeders’ 
Cup Turf winner Magician to win by a 
length. 

Somewhere, Graham watched nervously. 

"I looked down at the cement for a 
little bit and thought we might be second 
or third,” he said. "Second or third in the 
Arlington Mdlion? That’s amazing. Then I 
looked up and he pulled him out. I thought 
he might get a bigger piece of it. He likes 
to run out there. Not losing stride is impor¬ 
tant to him. Then I felt like, 'Oh my gosh 
we might get this.’ His stride just length¬ 
ened like you wouldn’t believe.” 

At the time, Graham had won four 
races from five starts this year-led by 
Hardest Core’s Cape Henlopen victory of 
course but also Nat Grew’s triumph in the 
3-mile My Lady’s Manor timber stakes in 
April. For his career, Graham had won 26 
races. He saddled his first starter in 2001 
and, before this season, 13 years of train¬ 
ing had yielded 1>530,975 in purses. Hardest 
Core made $594,000 in the Million. 

The moment wasn’t lost on the 43-year- 
old. As a kid he went to Pennsylvania 


farms with his father, Lester, to gallop stee¬ 
plechasers. While in high school at Bishop 
Shanahan in Downingtown, Eddie took a 
job with Ronnie and Betsy Houghton. The 
future trainer moved over to Amos 
Fens term acher, Paddy Neils on, then 
Carrier, then Bruce Miller. In 1989, Cabral 
(Chi) won over timber at the Manor for 
Miller. And Graham was hooked. 

He absorbed aU he could in eight years 
with Miller, riding stakes standouts in the 
mornings, going to the races in the after¬ 
noon and poring over training charts of 
greats such as Lonesome Glory. 

"His horses would be fit, but happy,” 
said Graham. "If we had a sour horse, he 
would always let that horse puU up in front 
of everybody. By the fifth day, that horse 
thought he was the man without doing 
anything. They aU got confidence.” 

As an exercise rider, Graham would test 
himself and predict how horses would run 
based on how they were training. 

"If they ran well, or if they didn’t. I’d 
try to remember how they felt training 
before the race,” he said. 

Graham rode a few jump races—win¬ 
ning a starter handicap on Bryan Station for 
Carrier in 1997 and par meting Lonesome 
Glory to a training flat win at Pennsylvania

So, Eddie Graham, has 
Hardest Core jumped a fence? 

“Oh yeah, I’ve jumped him. He’s great. 
He’s athletic, he likes it. That’s the backup 
pian. We’d have been thriiied with a 
win or two on the flat around here and 
then run him overjumps in 2015.” 


Hunt Cup in 1998. Graham parlayed the 
connections into some horses to train 
of his own. They were always a sidelight, 
while he got paid to work for Miller or 
Sanna Hendriks. Eventually, he struck out 
on his own more fuUy. He rented barns, 
recruited owners, bought horses, won two 
races a year (2009-12) and nearly quit. 

“Ifs not easy,'’ he said of trying to start 
a training business. ‘‘One day you're doing 


aU right, the next you're like ‘oh no, some¬ 
thing bad happened.'" 

Graham met his wife, veteran trainer 
Bill Starritt's daughter Wendi, in the racing 
office at Parx and she made sure her hus¬ 
band kept working at it. When Eddie was 
down to two horses and talked about giv¬ 
ing up, she told him, “Figure it out." Their 
sons. Mason and Chase (now 7 and 5), and 
she were behind him. No matter what. 


“She never wavers," Eddie said of 
Wendi, who stiU works at Parx. “She never 
once said quit and get another job. That 
means the world." 

Graham worked at it, hard, and still 
does most of it himself with the two flat 
horses based at the Bendeys' farm and 
the steeplechasers in a rented barn a few 
miles away. Buying a horse at Keeneland? 
For six figures? And winning the Arlington 
Million? He'd have been happy with a 
$15,000 maiden hurdle win at Shawan 
Downs with a horse he'd had in the barn 
for two years. 

“What does it mean to win a race hke 
that?" Graham asked himself “There are 
no words you can express, for me, that 
say what it meant. It's a dream. The only 
people who would understand it are the 
people who work hard every day and 
dream of winning a race like that. They get 
it, but they’re the only ones.” 

Graham first teamed with the Bendeys 
in 2011. Their trainer, Paul Rowland, was 
sick and recommended his friend Graham 
as the trainer for timber horse Rainbows 
for Luck. He won the first time they 
ran him, and added two more the next 
year. Now he babysits Hardest Core and 
3-year-old fiUy Giant Shadow, who broke 
her maiden at Parx Racing and earned an 
allowance win at Laurel Park in September. 
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Rowland, who died from mesothelioma in 
2012, is remembered as a big part of the 
Hardest Core story. 

“None of this would have happened if 
it wasn't for Paul," said Graham. “He was 
always making sure that Greg and I were 
communicating and wanted to make sure 
we were going to work together." 

For the Bentleys, the success is about 
Rowland, Graham, Carrier, Petty and the 
other people involved. Their son has Down 
Syndrome and the horses mean everything 
to him. He knows pedigrees, past perfor¬ 
mances and the enormity of it all. He's 
the one kissing the Million trophy in the 
winner's circle. His parents bought their 
first racehorse, a steeplechaser named Stop 
and Listen, in 1995. He won his first start, 
and added a stakes the next year. Others, 
including Grade 1 jump winner Clearance 
Code, followed but the stable was never 
large and never more than a diversion. 

Hardest Core was a 30th birthday pres¬ 
ent for Andrew. 

“Andrew knows and loves all the 
horses," said Greg. “We're at the track and 
he goes through the program and finds 
who's by Cryptoclearance (sire of Clearance 
Code) and who's related to horses we've 
had. He knows it aU. It means a lot to him." 

And Hardest Core turned out to be a 
good investment, too, but he's worth more 
than money. 

“It's a terrific return on people that you 
beheve in," said Greg. “It also shows that 
the steeplechase people are world class, 
that they can produce a horse like this." 

Caroline Bendey agreed with her hus¬ 
band, and put it in perspective. 

“It's people we've been so close to over 
the years," she said. ‘We're so happy for 




them, aU these guys deserve this. Doing 
it with people you really care about adds 
something special to it. Eddie, you couldn't 
find a nicer guy, or Jody, everybody. This is 
a magic circle right now. We just thank our 
lucky stars." 

Greg Bentley is the CEO of Bendey 
Systems, which speciali 2 es in software for 
engineers, architects and contractors. 
Founded in 1984, the company has more 
than $500 million in annual revenue and is 
active in 50 countries. Bentley works out of 
the company's headquarters in Exton, Pa., 
and has long lived in Chester County. He 
recently purchased a 400-acre portion of 
Runnymede, a 2,500-acre historic oasis of 
a farm owned by Wister, sister of leading 
Pennsylvania owner/breeder George 
Strawbridge Jr. The Bendey horses, includ¬ 
ing Hardest Core, are in a barn on the 
property run by longtime Runnymede 
employee Tim Durborow. 

“I came with the place," he joked of 
42 years at the farm, while rolling ban¬ 
dages during a September visit. Durborow 
cares for Hardest Core, Giant Shadow and 
Rainbows for Luck much like he did 1976 
jump champion Fire Control and others 
who raced for Wister or otherwise called 
Runnymede home. 

The spot includes a courtyard-style 
barn, turnout paddocks, plenty of gallop¬ 
ing fields, quiet roads for jogging, peace, 
quiet and proximity to even more facilities. 
Hardest Core frequently trains on the turf 
gallops at Joy Slater's farm nearby and also 
ships to Fair HiU Training Center (where 
Graham rents a stall) for workouts. Petty, a 
steeplechase jockey who won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup this year, gets on Hardest Core 
and some of the others and accompanied

the horse to the Chicago area for the 
Arlington Million along with Fair HiU- 
based van driver Keith Cooper and former 
trainer Brianne Slater. 

Now What? 

After two 13-hour van rides and a 
hard race in the Million, Hardest Core 
returned to the farm and recovered. He 
was tired, weakened, Graham said, and 
the trainer backed off The Kentucky-bred 
got turned out, jogged, walked the fields, 
gra 2 ed, rested. 

And came back. 

“This horse is really helped by the hiUs," 
said Petty. “I don't think he's physically 
strong behind and work on the hUls just 
keeps him going. After Arlington he kind 
of fell off a Httie bit and Eddie said we 
were going to jog hiUs for 10 days. You 
couldn't do that at the racetrack." 

Hardest Core went for a jog/hack on 
the bridle paths and an easy uphill gallop 
Sept. 9. He enjoyed every second while 
bouncing and dancing and making Petty 
laugh. 

“He's on his toes, Eddie," said the 
exercise rider, who rode champion steeple¬ 
chaser McDynamo in the afternoon and 
champion 3-year-old Animal Kingdom in 
the morning. 

“I switch it up on him," Graham said 
of the training routine. “He's fine training 
by himself, which is a big help. Some days 
I tell Jody to go out there and pretend he's 
foxhunting. He becomes a racehorse when 
you go to gallop, that's the class in him." 

Graham planned to train up to the 
Breeders' Cup-the Arhngton MilKon was 
a Win and You're In race for the $3 million 
Turf —where Hardest Core would again 
take on the world's best at Santa Anita 
Nov. 1. 

“I nominated to a couple races just in 
case he's kicking the barn down," said the 
trainer. “But in the back of my head I'd hke 
to freshen him up and run in the Breeders' 
Cup without a race in between. He had 
three races pretty close together." 

Petty Hkes that thi nk ing, loves the horse 
and hkes the way Graham calls the shots. 

“A horseman is a horseman at the end 
of the day," he said. “There are a hundred 
ways to get a horse fit and everybody 
thinks theirs is right. Eddie hstens to his 
horses, and we've been doing this long 
enough to know that it's the horses who 
matter and he's a serious horse." ^

for Supply 

Founded 75years ago, Pratt Saddle keeps 
region^s horses, trainers in equipment

T he white and blue paneled truck with 
Pratt Saddle Inc. on its side carrying 
stable supphes barn-to-barn at Laurel 
Park looks a little out of the ordinary. After 
aU, this isn’t the 1950s, when milk trucks 
and ice trucks went door-to-door and even 
doctors made house calls. 

This is the 21st cenmry when robots 
and computers have replaced everything 
from people to stores. 

But on varying days, six days a week 
trainers at Laurel Park, Pimhco Race 
Course, Parx Racing and the Bowie 
Training Center can count on the Pratt 
Saddle Inc. truck stopping at their barn 
doors. 

Driving the truck is Arnold Hubert, 
a pleasant-faced, friendly and humorous 
man with salt and pepper hair and mus¬ 
tache, whose dad and his dad’s two broth¬ 
ers started Pratt Saddle 75 years ago. 

‘d’m the kid who has been doing this 
for only 39,” said Hubert, 62. ^Took, this 
whole business is old-fashioned. This busi¬ 
ness is stuck in the 1950s.” 

Yet Pratt Saddle’s personal attention 
and ‘‘the customer is always right” phi¬ 
losophy are appreciated as much today as 
back then. 

Hubert’s continual appearance in his 
rolling supply truck is comforting to train¬ 
ers. He provides a combination general 


store, farm store, horse supply shop and 
an over-the-counter drugstore for horses. 

“It’s just convenient to have that truck 
coming,” trainer Linda Albert said. “He’s 
been coming since I first came here in the 
1980s. I can’t do business on the Internet. 
I can’t see it or touch it or figure out what 
size it is and the shipping charges get 
expensive. With Arnie, he can hand it to 
me. I can see it-and feel it. 

“And, I like Arnie. We sit around and 
talk about health care, sports-the O’s, 
whatever.” 

How it all began 

It was 1939, World War II was begin¬ 
ning, Adolf Hitler was cracking down on 
Jewish families and the Huberts found 
themselves in dire trouble in Weinheim, 
Germany. 

The two oldest of three sons, Sol and 
Leo, had already left for the United States. 
Arnold Hubert’s grandparents, Abraham 
and Emma, and their youngest child, Sid, 
who would become Arnold Hubert’s 
father, had plans to follow later. 

But a neighbor came to the Hubert 
home one evening and told them, “You 
better leave tonight.” 

And they did, starting the journey that 
would bring the family to Baltimore. 

Arnold Hubert tells that backstory to 
set the stage for the eventual founding 


of Pratt Saddle, located at 4151 Hayward 
Avenue in Baltimore, for the past 54 years. 

The father-in-law of Arnold’s Uncle 
Sol sold harness equipment at the Pratt 
Street Harness Works in downtown 
Baltimore. That business and the location 
of Pimlico Race Course gave him an idea. 
When the war ended and Sid came home 
from the Army, Sol and his brothers went 
into parmership, starting Pratt Saddle. 

The company’s first home was at the 
corner of Pratt and Paca streets, basically 
across the street from what is now Oriole 
Park at Camden Yards. 

“The only thing I remember about that 
place is it had an English Saddle display,” 
he said. “It was a rolling display and I 
would love to get on it and roll across the 
floor. My dad and uncles started the busi¬ 
ness, deciding to try their hands at supply¬ 
ing Thoroughbred horsemen with what 
they needed. 

“They started outworking out of a sta¬ 
tion wagon with woven oak baskets, carry¬ 
ing supplies —sponges, pins, basics—learn¬ 
ing what they needed as they went along. I 
think they called it Pratt Saddle because it 
was a kind of spinoff from the Pratt Street 
Harness Works.” 

The Brothers Hubert knew little about 
horses. It was certainly on-the-job training. 

They did have the big blanket pins 
horsemen needed, for example, but soon 
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Arnold Hubert takes a break from his driving-and selling and talking-duties outside the Pratt Saddle Inc. truck. 


found they needed smaller safety pins for 
bandages. 

Another lesson came with a higher 
price, but a bigger laugh. A customer 
wanted to use ‘‘falsies” as rundown patches 
on his horses' hind legs. Hubert carries felt 
padding for such uses now, but back then 
improvisation was key and Pratt Saddle 
was not going to disappoint a customer. 

“They stopped at a mom-and-pop 
department store in Atlantic City to buy 
them in the foundations department,” said 
Hubert, retelling a family classic. “They 
walked in and my uncle said, ‘I need to 
buy some falsies.' The saleswoman asked, 
‘What size?' My uncle replied, ‘Oh, I don't 
know, not too big. I guess your size.' ” 

If looks could kill there would be no 
Pratt Saddle today. 

Hubert said he hasn't had any requests in 
his 39 years to match that. He does remem¬ 
ber the excitement around the Hayward 


Avenue store in 1973 when Secretariat was 
in town for the Preakness. 

“It was just before my time and we 
sold a girth for Secretariat. It was size 
52, fairly large,” Hubert said. “And there 
was the time Hall of Fame trainer Charlie 
Whittingham was at Pimlico with Sunday 
Silence. He bought a saddle from me. 
When I handed him the sales [biU], he said, 
‘What's this for?' 

“I said, ‘Mr. Whittingham, I need your 
autograph.' ” 

Preakness Week brings additional busi¬ 
ness to Pratt Saddle. Hubert walks through 
the stakes barns, seeing if he can be of 
service and he also enjoys seeing the horses 
who run in the classic. 

He supphes what they need and for at 
least the last 10 years Pratt Saddle has been 
making the stall guards, with their custom 
logos, for the Preakness entries. 


“Oh, yeah. I'm a fan,” he said. “I really 
thought Cahfornia Chrome was going to 
win the Triple Crown this year. But I'm not 
a good gambler. The Preakness is mostly 
a wild week-and-a-half [of work] for us.” 

An unexpected road 

While the business is successful and 
he plainly enjoys what he's doing, Hubert 
admits it isn't the job he thought he'd be 
doing. 

He has a chemistry degree from Emory 
University in Atlanta and he spent another 
year there in dental school. But he didn't 
take to dentistry the way he thought he 
would, so he came home and worked for 
his dad while going to the University of 
Baltimore at night. 

“I was working around 75 to 80 hours 
a week for my dad,” Hubert said. “I 
was going to Monmouth Park and the 
Meadowlands with the truck. I got a cer- 
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Somehow, Hubert knows where everything is in the back of the truck. 


tificate degree from UB in accounting, but 
how do you compete for the CPA exam 
when you’re working like that?” 

Evenmally, he became the owner of the 
family business. And he is probably the last 
member of the family who will own it. His 
son Ira, now 29, worked with his dad three 
times, ‘‘enough to know he didn’t want to 
do it,” Hubert said. Ira is now in Middle 
Eastern and Chinese studies at McGill 
University in Montreal and about to spend 
eight months at a university in Beijing, 
China, getting proficient in Mandarin and 
Chinese culture. 

Hubert’s daughter, Stacy, is 23 and 
going for her master’s in international 
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studies with a focus on Persian studies at 
Columbia University in New York. 

“For whatever reason, I wanted some¬ 
thing other than this business for her,” 
Hubert said. “When the time comes. I’ll 
find somebody. I’ll sell it to someone who 
wants it.” 

Just when that will be is unclear. Hubert 
said his wife of 32 years. Iris, would like to 
know the answer to that question, too. 

“I’m in good physical shape,” he said. “I 
can stiU do this. My kids are stiU in school 
and when I retire, I want to be comfort¬ 
able. I don’t want to be hand-to-mouth. My 
father was still working when he passed. 
He was 75. He wasn’t working the same 


hours then, and I’m not either-but I press 
on.” 

Hubert is proud of his family and his 
business, proud of its survival. When his 
family started out there were competitors. 
But now, he is the only one. 

The stationary store 

Pratt Saddle’s Hayward Avenue store 
is about a mile from Pimfico, with a brick 
front and windows covered with metal 
screens. Though the neighborhood has 
seen its share of crime, Hubert said the 
store has been relatively trouble free. 

“One Christmas, when we used to sell 
down jackets, someone broke into the 
truck, grabbed an armful and got away 
with them,” he said. “But we are right 
around the corner from the poHce sta¬ 
tion, the Hayward Avenue entrance to the 
Rodgers Avenue subway station is [down 
the street], a landscaping business is beside 
us and a brickyard across the street. It’s a 
commercial area with a lot of action and 
a lot of security. Where the store is, we’re 
fine.” 

Inside the building is a showroom that 
could have been set up 30 years ago 
and probably was. Bookkeeper CoUeen 
Miller greets the rare visitor who happens 
through the door. 

“We do get some humans,” Miller said. 
“Jehovah’s Witnesses come by sometimes 
and give me pamphlets. At Preakness time 
we get a lot more walk-in business-train¬ 
ers and grooms. 

“When the sales go on [at Fasig-Tipton 
in Timonium], we also get walk-ins. Once, 
six or so years ago, we actually had Russian 
President [Vladimir] Putin’s people here. 
His personal representative, the trainer 
and the jockey. They were at the sale and 
wanted a bunch of shanks. The jockey was 
nice; the others, not so much.” 

Behind the showroom is a medium- 
si 2 ed office she shares with Hubert. A 
slender, energetic woman in her 50s, MiUer 
has two desks (one for a computer) and he 
has one. His desk is neat, but you could 
write your name in the thick dust on top 
of his desk lamp. 

There are family photos, including an 
early picture of him and his dad and the 
original box truck. And there is a chart 
that translates horse phrases from Enghsh 
to Spanish—everything from “the horse 
bites”—“este cabaUo muerde” to “cold 
hose the leg” — “enjuage la pierna com 
agua fria.” 

“I took French in school,” Hubert said. 
“But my son was taking Spanish up to col¬ 
lege and my daughter was taking Spanish 
in school and I thought I’d tike to learn

some Spanish. So I started to listen to a 
set of discs. This time, I really wanted to 
learn the language because I work [at the 
tracks] and come in contact with so many 
Spanish-speaking people. IVe learned 
enough words and phrases to get by. And 
now, I have teachers in every barn.” 

While Hubert is out at the tracks fulfill¬ 
ing his role as a stable-to-stable salesman. 
Miller spends much of her day alone here, 
listening to country music, ^Talking to the 
bugs and everything else” and doing her 
work. When she needs a break, she looks 
up at a photo of the Navy Seals swim team 
decked out in form-fitting swim trunks. 

‘dt just keeps me—well, ifs just nice to 
look at,” she said, smiling, ‘d just look up 
and Fm a patriot.” 

She answered an ad for a job at Pratt 
Saddle 12 years ago and she’s been here 
ever since. 

‘When you come here, you don’t leave,” 
Miller said, ‘dt’s like family. I got the job—I 
was the only applicant. It was only part- 
time then. Miss Evelyn Banks was [the 
bookkeeper]. She’d been here for 20-plus 
years and she was 85 or 86 when she left. 
She was a very sweet lady.” 

Miller came to her job as a data-entry 
computer person and evenmaUy became 
the full-time office manager. Before she 
tore her rotator cuff last year, she would 
take the company van to Pimlico to make 
the stable calls. 

On this day, she leads the way to the 
back room, where hundreds of products 
are stored on row after row of shelving. 
Some of the stock could be found in 
a pharmacy—baby oil, peroxide, petro¬ 
leum jelly and epsom salts; some in a 
grocery store-vinegar and red pepper, 
for instance, the same kind you’d put on 
steamed crabs. 

“Once one company sent us cream 
of crab soup instead of the red pepper,” 
Miller said laughing. “Horsemen sprinkle 
the pepper on bandages to keep their 
horses from tearing them off” 

There are also do 2 ens of brushes - foot, 
curry, tub and face; saddles; volleyballs for 
horseplay; liniments to relieve tightness; 
blankets and detergents and bleach to wash 
them; products to reheve a horse’s muscles, 
tendons and minor cuts and bruises. 

You can also find mineral oil, wheat 
germ oil, and nasal strips, whose sales 
increased this spring when Cahfornia 
Chrome was wearing them. 

“It is pretty amazing what goes into 
horses,” Miller said. 

Hubert, Miller and Will Bryant, the 
company’s stockman, know every inch 


of the warehouse. But the action is with 
Hubert and his truck. 

How it goes 

If there were secrets, Hubert would 
probably know them. The conversation 
flows freely around the backs tretch and 
he’s one of the family. 

Hubert, called Arnie, Arnold, Hubert 
or just plain Pratt, knows where some 
trainers keep the keys to their storerooms. 
He knows where others want their dehv- 
eries put when they’re not around. On a 
bench. Under a tarp. In a feed cart. 

He knows where messages will be left 
for him asking for supphes. 

Sometimes he goes into the supply 
room, takes inventory and tells the trainer 
what he needs. 

“Sure, I do that,” he said. “Sometimes 
I take out the trash. Sometimes they have 
empty bottles all over their shelves and 
don’t know what they have and don’t have. 
But for the most part, I give them what 
they ask for.” 

They trust him and he knows whom he 
can trust. 

When he remrns to his truck after a 
visit to Wayne Potts’ barn at Laurel Park, 
Hubert finds Charlie Sniffen, who works 
for trainer Ferris AUen, emerging. 

“I’m shopping all the time,” Sniffen 
said, smiling. “I was looking for a pair of 
ice boots.” 

As Hubert gets a pair of red ones, he 
talks about in-truck shoppers. 

“It’s not the first time Charlie has come 
to do his shopping when I’m not here,” 
he said. “That doesn’t bother me. I don’t 


encourage it, but there are certain people 
I don’t mind.” 

Hubert notes the purchase in the old 
order book he keeps on the dashboard. 
The book was made 30 years ago by a 
leather repairman who used to work at 
Pratt Saddle. The inside pocket is torn, the 
stitching is broken and the brown leather 
is so worn it has turned to suede. But it is 
clear Hubert finds comfort in its famikar- 

ity* 

Everything in and about this truck is 
familiar. It’s no wonder Sniffen couldn’t 
find what he was looking for. Nearly every 
object in the warehouse is tucked away 
somewhere in the truck. 

Every shelf, nook and cranny holds 
something, but Hubert can put his hands 
on every requested product in seconds. 
And he also knows what everything he sells 
is used for. 

“Over the years I’ve asked what prod¬ 
ucts do,” he said. “I want to know what I’m 
selling. People ask me for a recommenda¬ 
tion, I want to have an answer. 

“They put some of the clay from that 
50-pound bag in a mixture with vinegar, 
Epsom salt and other things to form a 
poultice to draw out infections. They want 
a product called Slick ’N Easy and I know 
it removes loose horsehair. I know a prod¬ 
uct called “Windy” has menthol in it to 
help the horses breathe easier, like Vicks 
for humans.” 

And he really does sound just like a 
salesman when he starts talking about the 
pine oil he sells. 

“This is the real thing,” he said. “It’s 
not Pine-Sol. Look at that label in the store 
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and see how much pine oil is in it. Zero. 
This has 70 percent pine oil and instead of 
taking a big pour, it takes only this [he tips 
his hand quickly down and up to indicate a 
small amount].” 

Even so, he doesn't carry everything on 
the truck. 

^‘Do you ever ask for something Pratt 
Saddle doesn’t have?” trainer Potts is asked. 

the time,” he said and then asked 
Hubert to order Total Equine Rehef, a 
product Hubert said is like aspirin for 
horses. 

can’t carry everything,” Hubert said. 
^‘But I can usually get it.” 

A physical routine 

Six days a week, from the time he 
arrives at a track at 8 a.m. until he leaves 
around 1:30 or so, he is in constant motion. 

“I get my daily exercise doing this,” he 
said. 

It is a three-steps-at-a-time program. 

The box truck is also known as a step 
truck. There are three steps up to his worn 
driver’s seat on the ‘‘new” truck that is 10 
years old and has 298,000 miles on it. And 
it is three steps down to the street every 
time he leaves to enter a stable. 

Then there are the three steps back up 
to retrieve the supphes, and three more 
steps back down. In between, he takes a 
lot of steps around the barn to find who 
he needs. 

It is a routine repeated again and again 
and again. 

Some of the things he carries out of the 
truck are tight-cotton bandages, a bottle 
of liniment, a can of fly spray. Others not 
exactly—a 50-pound bag of Bowie Clay, 
a 45-gaIlon bucket of Kool-Out poultice 
(often one in each hand), a 60-pound block 
of salt. 

During a six- to seven-hour day at a 
track, it aU adds up. Especially when you 
add in the fact the truck isn’t air-condi¬ 
tioned this summer. There’s a bad air tine 
and no time to get it fixed. 

“I keep going until I’m done,” he said. 
“You know, when you reach that wall 
where you want to stick a fork in it because 
you’re just done. Well, I’m done, but not 
done and I keep going. As I said, it’s a very 
physical job.” 

A job that takes time 

“I talk a tittle too much,” Hubert said, 
smiling. “That’s what my wife or mother- 
in-law, one of them, said to me once. And 
I said, ‘Well, that’s who I am.’” 

He loves to teU and hear stories. 

“The best thing about my job is the 
people,” he said. “You meet a lot of char¬ 


acters and that’s up and down the tine. It 
can be the hotwalker, the groom or the 
assistant trainer. They’re aU characters.” 

Conversely, the worst part of the job is 
the hours. Even though he leaves the last 
stable by 2 p.m., Hubert still has to drive 
back to his store, order supplies, make his 
sales entries, restock the truck and leave 
bookkeeping information for Miller, who 
enters everything into her computer and 
sends out monthly bills to customers. 

A workday is rarely less than 12 hours. 

“I shouldn’t say the worst part is the 
hours, because these people here are work¬ 
ing long hours, too,” Hubert said. “But 
being in a service business, you can’t put 
anything on hold.” 

It’s difficult to have personal time, to go 
to a doctor, to get his truck fixed and run a 
business, Hubert said. Especially when it’s 
a small business. 

“When my dad and uncles ran the busi¬ 
ness we used to go as far as the New Jersey 
tracks,” Hubert said. “There were two 
trucks and a van. I have one truck and a 
van now. My uncle made it a four-day trip 
to Monmouth and Philadelphia. I can’t do 
that now. I go to Philadelphia as a day trip.” 

Hubert makes the best of it. He enjoys 
the time he spends with his customers, 
hearing their stories about their snoring 
problems, their dental work, laundry prob¬ 
lems, superstitions and more. 

“One day trainer Howard Wolfendale’s 
wife, Tammy, left me a note that they 
needed a shavings fork head,” Hubert said, 
smiting at the memory. “No one was here. 
I left a red one. The next week I got it 
back. They were superstitious. They want 
black. It goes back to the old saying about 
being in the red [in debt] and being in the 
black [notin debt].” 

When he stops by Tim Keefe’s barn, 
the trainer hands him a sandwich bag with 
a small leather bracelet in it. 

“Can you replace the plate on this?” 
Keefe asks. “It’s my 7-year-old daughter’s 
bracelet with her pony’s name on it. We 
were going to a local farmers market and 
it turned out to be the one Sunday it was 
closed . .. She started crying and I thought 
she was upset about the market and she 
said, ‘No, Daddy, Teddy’s bracelet broke.’” 

Hubert says he’ll try. Back in his truck, 
he goes through a pile of thin nameplates 
to see if he has something that will work. 
He thinks he does and puts it in the bag. 

“I do a small amount of engraving,” 
he said. “I have a 101 [level] professional 
machine. I can do basic letters.” 

If someone asks him for something he 
doesn’t have, he sends it outside his shop 
to be done. 


“He’s a good salesman and a beautiful 
character,” said trainer Keisy Cartagena, 
27. “I love his stories. I told my cousin 
about the time [he] went to the Grand 
Canyon - aim os t.” 

Cartagena spurred Hubert into retelling 
the tale. 

“I rented a car in Las Vegas,” Hubert 
began. “We’d planned an early start, but 
my son didn’t want to get up as early as we 
planned. And we didn’t reati 2 e when you 
got to Hoover Dam it was still two hours 
and change away. We didn’t factor in the 
time change at the ArHona border, either. 
When we got to the turn for the road to the 
canyon, a sign there said the last viewing 
was at 4:30. It was 4:33.” 

So, Hubert and his family wanted to 
make the best of it by taking pictures of 
the Joshua trees and rock formations. 

“The sun is going down and we want 
a really good picture,” Hubert said. “So 
we walk 50 yards to a tree off the road 
in the desert and I’m taking my pictures 
and I notice aU these tittle holes and I yell, 
‘Watch out for the holes!’ The flora and 
fauna in the desert-sidewinders [desert 
rattlesnakes], scorpions. We turned and ran 
out of there as fast as we could run.” 

Cartagena, sitting on a feed box, laughs 
again, having no trouble picturing a wild 
scene. 

“I love to talk,” Hubert said. “There’s 
no way I can make all the barns here at 
Laurel in one day. You know, if you can’t 
have fun while you’re working, it’s just 
work.” 

With the slightest provocation he can 
launch into a tale. 

“When my dad had the old truck, he 
had a box built here along the door where 
he kept his thermometers,” Hubert says, 
pointing to the area above the door frame. 
“A guy came up and asked for one of them 
and in less than five minutes he came back. 
‘This thermometer doesn’t work,’ he said. 

“My dad thinks, ‘Well, it could have 
broke juggling in the truck’ and he gives 
the guy another one. He comes back. 
‘This one doesn’t work either,’ he says. My 
dad wonders, ‘What’s going on with these 
thermometers?’ 

“The guy says, ‘The horse bites it [in 
half] every time I put it in his mouth.’ He 
was trying to take the horse’s temperature 
in his mouth!” 

True or not, that story and others tike 
it are racetrack folklore—shared and re¬ 
shared from the truck to the barn and back 
again. 

When groom Chris Christopoulos, 
known as “Greek,” comes up and starts 
teasing Hubert about being Jewish, Hubert 
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is reminded of a 1950s William Holden 
Boots Malone -he said paints a 
very authentic picture of the backstretch. 

‘dn that movie, the trainer, owners and 
a jockey all lived in the same tack room and 
they all had nicknames,” Hubert said. ‘‘You 
don’t hear it as much as you used to. It 
used to be everyone had a nickname-Hard 
Times, Whiskers, Pouncy-everyone had 
one.” 

It’s easy to see why Hubert’s daily plans 
often go awry. Time flies as he chats and 
listens. And, invariably, he said, there will 
be a call or a text message that takes him 
off his route. 

Or people just wave him down while 
he’s driving to ask for something-or give 
him something. 

Trainer Bill Wunder sees him about to 
leave a barn and comes over to the truck 
and hands him an envelope. Hubert looks 
inside and smiles. 

“We got in a conversation about tools 
in the back of his truck the other day,” 
Hubert said. “I asked him. You wouldn’t 
have a few deck screws in there, would 
you?’ He didn’t. But now he’s gone home 
and got them for me.” 

He pauses to think about that before 
driving on to the next stable. 

‘You know, there is a certain camara¬ 
derie out here,” he said. “It’s not like other 
businesses.” *

Huge Weekend 

Plesa sweeps signature 2Y0 events 
day after Itsmyluckyday wins Woodward

E verything worked right for trainer 
Eddie Plesa Jr. over Labor Day week¬ 
end. 

One day after winning the second 
Grade 1 stakes of his career when Itsmy¬ 
luckyday capmred Saratoga’s Woodward 
Stakes Aug. 30, Plesa was back at Mon¬ 
mouth Park and swept the track’s impor¬ 
tant stakes for 2-year-olds with Souper 
Colossal and Concealedwithakiss. 

‘‘I think I have won a pair of stakes 
with 2-year-olds on the same card before,” 
Plesa said. ‘‘Coming from South Florida, 
and Calder in particular, there have been a 
lot of days when there have been multiple 
2-year-old stakes and for whatever reason 
we seem to have been pretty successful in 
them. So I’m going to say probably, but I 
couldn’t give you an exact date. But this day 
was special. It was just one of those great 
weekends.” 

It was also out of the ordinary for Mon¬ 
mouth, which ran the $100,000 Sapling 
Stakes and $75,000 Sorority Stakes for 
2-year-old fillies on the same program 
for the first time. The 2014 edition of the 
Sapling was also its first around two turns. 

Plesa sent out two starters in the Soror¬ 
ity-Perpetual Novena and Concealedwith¬ 
akiss-and the latter, a $22,000 purchase at 
the OBS sale in June, provided a pleasant 
surprise. 

Concealedwithakiss, a Kentucky-bred 
daughter of Political Force owned by 
Laurie Plesa and Vincent Rizzuto, came 
into the race off of an 1 LA-length win 
in a $30,000 maiden claiming race at 
Monmouth in her only other start. 

“It was the circumstances why she ran 
for a tag,” Plesa said. “I had five fillies 
running on the same day in three different 
races, all at Monmouth Park. They were in 
a maiden special weight race, a maiden 50 
race, and the maiden race she was in for 
30. She was by far the least expensive of 
all of those horses so she was the only one 
I could run for $30,000. And with Laurie 
[his wife] being the owner, the owner can’t 
say a whole lot.” 

Concealedwithakiss was the only one 
of the five who won that day. In the 
Sorority she also set all the fractions, cover¬ 
ing 6 furlongs in 1:11.41 to kick clear by 2 
lengths under Angel Serpa. 


Two-year-olds Concealedwithakiss (top) and 
Souper Colossal flash stakes-winning form for 
trainer Eddie Plesa Jr. at Monmouth Park. 
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Live Oak Plantation’s Sapling winner 
Souper Colossal is a son of War Front bred 
in Kentucky by Moyglare Stud and bought 
for $350,000 at the 2013 Fasig-Tipton 
Saratoga select sale. Named by Live Oak 
owner Charlotte Weber, an heiress to the 
Campbell’s Soup fortune, he truly seems 
to be super. 

Souper Colossal covered 1 mile in 
1:38.44 while being ridden to a 514-length 
triumph as Wild Zambe 2 i finished second 
and Pride of Stride took third. Souper 
Colossal won for the third time in three 
starts, aU at Monmouth and aU in front¬ 
running style under Paco Lopez. The win¬ 
ner opened the month with an impressive 
score in the |60,000 Tyro Stakes Aug. 3. 

“Souper Colossal is a very nice horse, no 
question about it,” Plesa said. “He’s always 
shown right from the beginning, whether 
he was on the farm or when he first came 
up to me here, that he had a license to be 
something out of the ordinary. His con¬ 
nections, not only his pedigree but the 
people who own him, are all outstanding 
so it’s aU coming together for them and for 
us, too. I’ll get together with Mrs. Weber 
and Bruce Hill, the general manager at Live 
Oak, and we’U come up with a plan for 
what’s next for him this year.” 

STATE CLEARS SPORTS BETTING 

The on-again, off-again saga of legal¬ 
ized sports betting in New Jersey, which 
horsemen that run Monmouth Park believe 
can help the racing industry, is apparently 
back on thanks to the latest move by Gov. 
Chris Christie in early September. 

Christie, who vetoed a biU less than 
a month earher that would have allowed 
New Jersey to circumvent a 1992 federal 
law that prohibits sports betting in most 
states, cleared Atlantic City casinos and 
the state’s racetracks to take sports bets 
“without fear of criminal or civil liability.” 
Christie’s decision came as a combined 
statewide directive issued by the Attorney 
General’s office and a motion filed on the 
governor’s behalf in U.S. District Court. 

Dennis Drazin, advisor to the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation and Darby Development, opera¬ 
tors of Monmouth Park Racetrack, said 
Christie’s decision will “certainly breathe 
new fife into New Jersey’s gaming com¬ 
munity.” 

“The Attorney General’s statewide 
directive follows the Third Circuit’s ruling 
and concludes that nothing under New 
Jersey law prevents casinos and racetracks 
from operating a sports pool effective

today” Dra 2 in said in a statement Sept. 
8. ‘‘It win be in the very, very near future 
that sports wagering wiU be offered at 
Monmouth Park. 

“We have always stated we would take 
sports wagers as soon as possible, and 
thanks to the governor, legislamre and 
everyone who has worked extraordinarily 
hard to see sports betting in New Jersey, 
that day is on the very near hori 2 on.” 

Christie’s directive came on the heels 
of the bad publicity over recent news that 
Atlantic City casinos were closing due to 
financial struggles caused by competing 
casinos in surrounding states. His latest 
move will undoubtedly be challenged by 
professional sports leagues and the NCAA, 
which have already been successful in halt¬ 
ing gaming expansion in New Jersey. 

Christie vetoed a sports-betting bill 
Aug. 8, despite the bill’s passage in the 
state Senate and the Assembly by wide, bi¬ 
partisan margins. 


The veto put on hold MonmouthPark’s 
plan to start taking action on track in the 
new William HiU Sports Bar, but that con¬ 
cept was back in play after the announce¬ 
ment a month later. 

Right after the United States Supreme 
Court refused in June to hear the appeal of 
an earlier ruling by the Third Circuit Court 
of Appeals that federal law prevented 
implementation of New Jersey’s 2012 law 
authori 2 ing sports wagering. Republican 
Sen. Raymond Lesniak co-sponsored new 
legislation. The bill would have repealed 
the old state laws banning sports betting 
and allowed private companies to open 
and engage in sports betting not regulated 
by the state. 

There has been chatter that without 
sports betting William HiU, which spon¬ 
sors the $1 mUUon HaskeU Invitational, 
would cut ties and the purse, and conse¬ 
quently the quaUty of the race would be at 
risk. Dra 2 in refuted those rumors. 


“WUUam HiU has not indicated that 
they are walking away and I’d be surprised 
if they would,” Dra 2 in said. “They have 
said many times that someday sports bet¬ 
ting would be legal and they have a rela¬ 
tionship with Monmouth Park that gives 
them the right to do it if it comes.” 

Monmouth seeks another revenue 
stream to compete with states offering 
purses infused by gaming. A groundswell 
to end the monopoly of the Atlantic City 
casinos on the 2015 baUot is in the works. 
The Meadowlands is often mentioned as 
the potential site. 

“If the referendum passes I doubt there 
would be any revenue for Monmouth until 
2016 or perhaps as late as 2017,” Dra 2 in 
said. “But we think help is coming. Even 
if Monmouth did not actually get a casino 
we have a written agreement with the 
Meadowlands that if anybody gets rev¬ 
enue for purses, 50 percent of it comes 
here.” *

Summer Warm-up 

Connections keep Indiana-bred Comforter 
in Mid-Atlantic to start promising career

T rainer Scott Lake was at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May 2-year-olds in 
training sale in Timonium when his 
cell phone rang. 

‘d had just bought a Macho Uno filly 
for owner Donnie Brown when he called 
me back and said a friend of his, Marion 
‘Bud' Wells, wanted to buy an Indiana- 
bred," Lake said. “I looked in the catalog 
and there was only one left to go through 
the ring." 

Lake said the remaining Indiana-bred, 
a filly by Nobiz Like Shobiz, had an unre¬ 
markable page, being out of the Rod and 
Staff mare Shepherd's Girl. Rod and Staff 
was one of two stakes winners sired by 
Marsayas, the other being Grade 1 winner 
Mister Frisky. Lake's opinion of the bay 
filly changed dramatically when he went to 
the barn to take a look. 


“I absolutely loved her," he said. “She 
was gorgeous, and she had a good video [of 
her workout]. I liked the way she moved— 
everything. I think I was in the right place 
at the right time when I got her." 

Lake purchased the filly for $16,000 on 
behalf of Brown, and she then changed 
ownership to Romar LLC, the stable name 
of Wells, a gun-store owner in Lexington 
and Paris, Ky, for more than four decades. 
Wells, who began in the gun business in the 
1960s seUing parts for historical replicas 
of black-powder guns, had been look¬ 
ing for horses to race at the new Indiana 
Grand racetrack, as the Indiana program 
has rebounded thanks to expanded gaming 
revenues. 

“Our original plan was to run her out 
in Indiana, but she had been training so 
well that we decided to start her here at 
Delaware," Lake said. 


Now named Comforter, the filly made 
her debut July 9 in a maiden special weight 
going 5 furlongs. After breaking well, she 
pressed pacesetter Herman's Wildcat near¬ 
ly every step, and finished wiUingly to lose 
by a length. 

Her next start came July 30 at the same 
class and distance. Comforter again broke 
sharply, duehng in the early stages with 
Outwithbigdaddy. Comforter shook off 
that rival at the top of the stretch and 
quickly drew away to win by 9 lengths over 
Amizzen Grace. In two races, she earned 
back her purchase price and then some, 
earning $28,000. 

Comforter's win was also the 5,500th 
training victory for Lake. 

“She's a big filly," said Lake. “Even Rich 
Glazier, the paddock host at Delaware, 
commented on her size before the race. 
My plan is to eventually stretch her out as 
we go forward." 

Comforter finished third, beaten 2% 
lengths by Concealedwithakiss, in her 
stakes debut in Monmouth Park's Sorority 
Aug. 31. 

Wells races solely and in parmer- 
ship with several other parties, including 
Brown, Stone Farm, and Wayne Mogge. 
They compete at Indiana Grand, Presque 
Isle Downs and Arlington Park. 

MAGEE NUMBERS RISING 

Trainer Kieron Magee is enjoying a 
career-best season. The 52-year-old native 
of County Wicklow, Ireland, won 32 races 
in 2012, 49 in 2013, and 58 through Sept 
4, with corresponding increases in purse 
money. 

Magee has been especially active at 
Delaware, where he's started 51 horses and 
maintained an in-the-money rate of nearly 
50 percent. Among his winners are Helen 
Marshall's Aces Are Wild, who broke his 
maiden by 12y4 lengths Aug. 7. 

Magee hails from a racing family. His 
father, Mac Magee, was a steeplechase 
rider in Ireland, as was his grandfather, Jim 
Magee. 

“I rode in a few races myself," said 
Magee, “but I got too heavy to ride. I 
galloped horses for many years, but then 
I broke my back twice. I was encouraged 
to get my trainer's License in 1999 by Bo 
Williams, who gave me my first horse. 
Magic Maker." 

EvenmaUy, Magee forged ahead and 
built up a thriving claiming stable, although 
he said he had to “max out three credit 
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cards and borrow $1,000 off my mother- 
in-law” to claim his first horse, Simoom. 

After Simoom won two races for him 
and was lost for $10,000 at the claim box, 
Magee was able to have some financial 
wherewithal and acquire more horses. 

NOTABLE MAIDEN WINS 

Delaware Park has often been the place 
where horses break their maidens and go 
on to fame and fortune. Horse of the Year 
Havre de Grace, classic winners Barbaro 
and Afleet Alex, major stakes winners 
Hard Spun and Eight Belles and others 
broke their maidens in Stanton. 

Whether a horse of such caliber will 
come out of 2014 remains to be seen, but 
four recent newcomers could have bright 
futures. 

Indebted, a 2-year-old son of Mahbu 
Moon owned and bred by Robert Evans, 
clicked in his debut for trainer Christophe 
Clement at IVi furlongs on turf July 31. 
The colt is a half-brother to Grade 2 winner 
Dreamy Kid, Grade 3 winner Kid Dreams 
and two other graded stakes-placed horses. 

Another homebred making her first 
visit to the winner’s circle that same day 
was Liza Doohtde Day, a half-sister (by 
CurHn) to 2011 Grade 1 Florida Derby 
winner Dialed In. 

Owned and bred by the Arindel Farm 
of Alan and Karen Cohen and trained by 
Jamie Ness, lixa Doolittle Day did not 
race as a 2-year-old, but made up for lost 
time as she sei2ed the lead in a 6-furlong 
maiden under Jose Caraballo and never 
relinquished it, extending her lead down 
the stretch to win by 3% lengths over 
another firster, favored Une Cherise. 

LHa Doohtde Day is out of the Storm 
Cat mare Miss Doohtde, whom Arindel 
Farm purchased while carrying the filly at 
the 2010 Keeneland November breeding 
stock sale for $85,000. 

A 500-acre facihty in Ocala, Fla., 
Arindel Farm counts among its broodmare 
band champion Wait a While, who foaled a 
Distorted Humor colt this year and has a 
yearhng colt by Smart Strike. 

Graham Motion sent out Regis Racing’s 
Jolene, a 3-year-old daughter of Mahbu 
Moon, to break her maiden in her fourth 
start Aug. 14. Jolene was coming off a 
close second in a 1-mile turf maiden at 
Saratoga. Regis Farm purchased Jolene 
for $265,000 at the 2012 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky October yearhng sale. Her dam, 
the Subordination mare Velvet Snow, won 
the Ontario Damsel and BeUe Geste Stakes. 


Nolans Dream, a 2-year-old colt from 
the first crop of Concord Point, unleashed 
a rahy to run down Legal Punch in the last 
few jumps to win a 6-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight at 14-1 Aug. 16. Owner Wayne 


Scherr purchased Nolans Dream, who is 
out of the More Than Ready mare Mizoes 
Ready, for $35,000 at last year’s Keeneland 
September yearhng sale. ^

Lifelong Goals 

Left Foot Slewie leads way for owner 
whose racing interest began in 1970s

A t a very young age, Gigi McCance fell 
in love with Thoroughbred racing 
and a horse named Riva Ridge, After 
the dual classic winner of 1972 was retired, 
she used to read the Daily Racing Form 
cover-to-cover, looking for his progeny 
When McCance entered college, she 
initially wanted to be an equine veterinar¬ 
ian, but decided to go to medical school 
instead. Marriage and children followed, 
but McCance never lost her desire to own 
a racehorse. 

Fast forward to 2014 and McCance now 
owns 16 horses of various ages, including 
homebred Left Foot Slewie, a multiple 
Pennsylvania-bred allowance winner she 
owns and races through her Big Shot 
Stable and a winner in allowance company 
at Penn National Aug. 4 to boost his career 
earnings to nearly $180,000. 

‘We named him after our 16-year-old 
son, who would always score with his left 
foot while playing soccer,” said McCance, 
an obstetrician/gynecologist who co-bred 
the son of Slew City Slew with her brother, 
John McCance. 

In winning the $33,040 allowance race 
at 1 mile and 70 yards. Left Foot Slewie was 
rated off the early pace and then was angled 
outside horses by jockey FeHx Pinero. He 
drew alongside leader DoubletaU C N C 
in early stretch and steadily puUed away to 
win by 114 lengths, with heavily favored 
Fessed Up finishing fourth. 


Left Foot Slewie is trained by longtime 
Penn National conditioner Bob Wolfe Jr,, 
who has four other horses for McCance. 
In addition, John McCance helps out at the 
Wolfe stable. 

Gigi McCance started breeding Thor¬ 
oughbreds after finding her first mare, 
Quincy Light, for sale on the CANTER 
website. She decided to buy the daughter 
of Colony Light because her second dam. 
Pride’s Crossing, was sired by her all-time 
favorite, Riva Ridge. 

“My husband [Stuart Helms, also a 
physician] said we should start saving for 
retirement, but I wanted to have race¬ 
horses,” she said. 

Although she lives in Clearwater, Fla., 
McCance decided to breed Quincy Light 
to Lil’s Lad, who stood at Barbara and Ron 
RickHne’s Xanthus Farms in Gettysburg, 
Pa. With her brother, they co-bred Quincy 
Light’s first foal, Graham Baloo, who was 
placed. 

McCance acquired Dena’s Darling, the 
dam of Left Foot Slewie, also because she 
traced back to Riva Ridge. She was already 
in foal to Lil’s Lad, and produced a fiUy in 
2006 that they named Big Shot Baby. 

“Dena’s Darling is a little thing, but the 
foals she’s had for us have turned out to be 
pretty big,” said McCance, who noted that 
Left Foot Slewie is 16 hands, and her 2010 
colt by Love of Money, named License to 
Spend, tops out at 17 hands. 


This year, Quincy Light produced a colt 
by Adios Charlie, while Dena’s Darling 
has a yearling colt by Doneraile Court. 
Big Shot Stable also campaigns Arsoness, 
a 6-year-old daughter of Quincy Light by 
Hook and Ladder, an earner of $85,352 
through Sept. 4. 

Thus, from a childhood obsession, 
McCance is now the proud owner of a 
barn full of Thoroughbreds, including 
three mares she breeds in Kentucky, three 
weanlings and several yearlings ready to be 
broken in Ocala. 

And it all started with Riva Ridge. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Handsup Moneydown won his 10th race 
of 2014 when he triumphed in a starter 
allowance Aug. 8 for owner/trainer Ramon 
Preciado. 

The win made the 5-year-old Sharp 
Humor gelding North America’s leading 
horse by wins and he added an 11 th win 
Sept. 1 at Parx Racing. Singing My Way, 
also based in the Mid-Atlantic, was second 
by wins with nine through Sept. 8. 

Handsup Moneydown was claimed 
by Preciado from trainer Phil Aristone 
and owner Jack Armstrong for $7,500 in 
October 2013 at Parx, his first start in near¬ 
ly a year. Since the claim, the 5-year-old 
gelding has not missed hitting the board in 
17 starts for his new barn and earned more 
than $250,000. 

■ Mighty Olivia won the second race of 
her career when she humbled six foes by 7 
lengths Aug. 8 for young trainer Gina Perri 
and her Outta Control Racing Stables. The 
4-year-old daughter of A. P. Warrior was 
co-bred in Pennsylvania by the late Teresa 
Garofalo and Stonewall Stallions. 

Garofalo was a respected equine vet¬ 
erinarian, owner and breeder and board 
member and treasurer of the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association who lost her 
battle with acute myeloid leukemia in 2010. 

A stakes race for Pennsylvania-breds, 
the Dr. Teresa Garofalo Memorial, is run 
annually in her honor. 

■ The Pennsylvania stallion Partner’s 
Hero, who stands at Castle Rock Farm in 
UnionviUe, sired the winners of both ends 
of the daily double Aug. 1. 

Win Dancer, a 5-year-old mare bred 
and owned by Barbara Geraghty, got up 
to win the first race by a head at 36-1 for 
trainer David Geist. The second race went 
to Pink Hero, an 8-year-old mare bred by 
Joann Alexander who prevailed for trainer 
Phil Aristone.

Indian Charlie colt Charlie Manuel delivers 
in anticipated debut for Reid, Zacneys

B utch Reid began to unveil a big bay 
2-year-old colt by Indian Charlie last 
year in the early morning training 
hours. 

This would normally be business as 
usual for Reid, one of the leading trainers 
of young horses at Parx, except that the 
colt was bestowed with one very special 
name — Charhe Manuel. 

Charlie Manuel, the manager of the 
Philadelphia Phillies, is a beloved figure in 
southeastern Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
thanks to him guiding the team to a World 
Series championship in 2008 after a long 
drought. Thanks to his friendship with the 
coifs co-owners. Chuck and Carol Zacney 
of Afleet Alex fame, Manuel even came 


out to the Parx stable area to pose for pho¬ 
tos with his namesake outside Reid’s barn. 

While the colt did not start during his 
juvenile year, he went to Florida over the 
winter, grew into his 17-hand frame, and 
returned to Bensalem this spring to resume 
working toward his career debut. The day 
of reckoning came Aug. 10 when Charlie 
Manuel was loaded into the starting gate in 
a 7-furlong maiden race. 

Facing four rivals, the Cash is King color- 
bearer was hammered down to 2-5 by Parx 
punters, and might have given many of 
them reason to reach for the Rolaids as he 
appeared to stall behind the field round¬ 
ing the far turn. But Frankie Pennington 
swung Charlie Manuel wide turning for 


home and he rallied strongly to overtake 
leader Steel Sky and then drew off to win 
by 3% lengths. 

Waiting to greet ‘‘Charhe” in the win¬ 
ner’s circle were the Zacneys, but the 
real Charhe Manuel could not be at Parx 
because of a commitment with the team. 
The day prior to the colt’s debut, he was 
inducted into the Philhes’ WaU of Fame. 

“We are die-hard fans, and we’ve had 
season tickets to the Philhes even prior to 
Citi 2 ens Bank Park,” said Carol Zacney. 
“We got to meet Missy (Martin, Manuel’s 
girlfriend) and Charhe a couple of sum¬ 
mers ago. Missy and I just kind of con¬ 
nected, and we had breakfast with them 
through a fundraiser hve auction deal 
through Historic Philadelphia. At the end. 
Missy offered me her phone number to 
keep in touch. They are kind, warm and as 
down to earth as they come. I always loved 
Charhe, but after spending two hours just 
talking with him, he stole my heart. He’s a 
big lovable teddy bear.” 

Zacney said that they saw Charhe and 
Missy again during Philhes’ spring training 
in Clearwater, Fla. At the time, they had 
two horses that needed names. One was 
a homebred Afleet Alex colt, the other 
the Indian Charhe colt that Chuck Zacney 
purchased at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
October yearhng sale for $250,000. 

“We got the idea to name the Afleet 
Alex—^Topeka colt Charhe Manuel to 
honor the skipper,” said Carol Zacney. 
“When we met up [in Clearwater], I told 
him we had a couple of horses [didn’t say 
who was who], asked him for permission 
if he’d be OK with it. He was so tickled 
and honored, and started telhng me about 
a friend who gave him a chpping about 
Indian Charhe and how he had it in his 
waUet. He started looking through it [must 
have been 25 httie pieces of paper in there] 
and said, ‘I think I put it in my dresser, but 
I know all about that Indian Charhe.’ ” 

Zacney said she took it as a sign that 
the Indian Charhe colt should be named 
Charhe Manuel and not the Afleet Alex 
colt, explaining that “horse folks have signs 
from everywhere.” 

Although Charhe Manuel couldn’t make 
the race at Parx, he and Missy invited the 
Zacneys, who hve in CoUegeville, Pa., to 
the WaU of Fame festivities at Citizens 
Bank Park, which was a tremendous sur¬ 
prise and honor. 

“Standing in a room with aU the Philhes 
that have already been inducted [in the WaU 
of Fame] and with Charhe was just surreal, 
for sure,” said Carol Zacney. “And for the 
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August stakes results for Parx Racing

colt to win his first race meant a lot to us. 
Fm so thrilled we were able to give him a 
win and bragging rights. It was great to run 
him under the Cash is King silks, as well, 
because usually we don't race the horses 
we solely own under Cash is King, but it 
felt right for ‘Charlie.’ ” 

After the race, both Missy Martin and 
Charlie Manuel Tweeted the link to the 
replay, while Manuel also Tweeted this 
separately: “Proud the Zacneys honored 
me with a namesake-made prouder when 
he won his first race! Great fans, awesome 
family!” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Two races after Charhe Manuel’s victory, 
another son of Indian Charlie broke his 
maiden in a professional style. 

Dukin’ With Dale, a 2-year-old colt 
trained by John Servis and owned by the 
Main Line Racing Stable, was dismissed at 
almost 9-1 in the field of seven, yet man¬ 
aged to overcome a tardy start and some 
hi jinks down the stretch to nail pacesetter 
Don Lupe near the wire and win the 5-fur- 
long race by three-quarters of a length. 

Favored Awesome Alex, a debuting son 
of Afleet Alex owned and trained by the 
same connections that unveiled Charhe 
Manuel, was fourth. 

Dukin’ With Dale was purchased by 
Main Dne Racing Stable, comprised of 
partners who primarily hve in suburban 
Philadelphia, for $50,000 at this year’s 
OBS June 2-year-olds in training sale. Out 
of the Cure the Blues mare Arboresque, 
he is a half-brother to stakes-winning 
$323,064-earner Meadow Blue. 

■ In the final weeks of 2013, Pat Farro 
and Ramon Preciado battled for the Parx 
training crown, with Farro unleashing a 
barrage of winners late to draw away and 
win by six. 

With the 2014 season more than half¬ 
way in the books, Farro and Preciado are 
again fighting for the tide. Through Sept. 
3, Preciado had collected 73 wins from 
252 starts (29 percent), while Farro won 70 
races from 389 starts (18 percent). 

Farro trains Monty TTaul, a 5-year-old 
son of With Distinction who prevailed in 
a $47,500 allowance test Aug. 12. The vic¬ 
tory, the eighth in Monty Haul’s career, was 
his fourth this season. 

The Parx-based trainer with the highest 
win percentage is Edward Lehman, who 
saddled winners of seven races from 19 
starters, good for a 37 percent winning 
rate, through Sept. 3. 


New York-based Chad Brown boasted 
an outstanding win percentage of 86 per¬ 
cent through the same period. Brown 
shipped 14 horses to Bensalem, won 12 
times, and was second once. 


On the jockey side, Frankie Pennington 
was the clear leader through Sept. 3 with 
102 wins from 399 mounts. Jose Delgadillo 
was second with 77 wins, while Angel 
Castillo had 59. ^

E rik Ramire 2 could probably feel 
Matthew McGowan’s stare burning 
into his back before the Aug. 16 Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes. 

Not surprising, considering Ramire 2 
had just mounted McGowan’s pri 2 ed ride 
at Charles Town, the ultra-talented 7-year- 
old mare Down Town Allen. McGowan 
would have had the mount, of course, had 
he not been sidelined just two days before 
with a broken fibula that left him propped 
up on crutches to watch the race from the 
apron. 

“It was a first-time starter for David 
Walters in the paddock,” McGowan said. 
“The horse acted perfect, he was calm and 
quiet, and the horse in front of him started 
acting up right as I went to get on. As soon 


as I put my arm over to get on, he jumped 
forward, cow kicked and caught me right 
in the leg. 

“It was a freak accident. The horse 
didn’t do anything wrong, he was just 
scared and no one could have done any¬ 
thing different. It’s just one of those things 
in this game.” 

McGowan reached the winner’s circle 
in his prior five starts aboard Down Town 
AUen, including last year’s Sadie Hawkins. 
In fact, McGowan and Down Town Allen 
had combined to win the previous three 
editions of the Sadie Hawkins for breeder/ 
owner/trainer John A. Casey. 

All that success set a high bar for 
Ramire 2 in his first time aboard the state- 
bred daughter of Windsor Castle. All those 


wins convinced bettors that Down Town 
AUen was the horse to beat once more. It 
also put a Uttle extra pressure on Ramire 2 . 

“Definitely, he told me, ‘C’mon, 
don’t mess it up now,’” Ramire 2 said of 
McGowan’s pre-race strategy session. “It 
worked out good, thank God. It’s a bless¬ 
ing. 

‘Weah, you feel it when the horse has 
won so much. It’s the first time on her, I 
don’t know her—she could be tricky. She’s 
a real nice horse, that’s the good part of it. 
You know you’re going to have horse. She 
doesn’t like the stick much and stuff, but 
she did it real easy.” 

Down Town Alien bested a solid eight- 
horse field for the 7-furlong test by 4 
lengths in 1:25.60. Ramire 2 got to the front 
out of the gate, and Down Town AUen 
set the pace along the raU before drawing 
off around the far turn and widening her 
advantage. 

“She did impress me,” Ramire 2 said. 
“Being on her, you feel the power and how 
easy she does it.” 

Ramire 2 had McGowan in his corner 
for the race, but next time he expects 
his feUow jockey to be back in the irons 
aboard his favorite mare. 

“That’s his mount-I’m just covering 
for him,” Ramire 2 said. “He helped me, 
too, went down there and told me what 
the horse Ukes and smff He’s part of the 
team.” 

McGowan caUed his injury a “clean 
break” and planned to be back riding 
within a couple weeks, gave high marks to 
his temporary replacement. 

“She ran the race that she runs,” 
McGowan said. “She’s just an ama 2 ing 
filly He rode her perfect.” 

WEEKEND STAKES 

August featured a steady dose of stakes 
features, one run every week for four con¬ 
secutive Saturdays. That streak started with 
the Aug. 9 Robert G. Leavitt Memorial, a 
7-furlong test for state-bred 3-year-olds. 

The Leavitt proved to be a coming-out 
party of sorts for Dancing Roy, a gelding 
by Dance With Ravens. Bred by owner 
Karen Steele, Dancing Roy had impressed 
already by winning three of four starts, 
including a pair of aUowance races, and 
entered the Leavitt as the second choice to 
High N Dry. 

The favorite was no factor though, and 
Dancing Roy ran down early leader Chasin 
Rush near the three-sixteenths pole before 
drawing off by 216 lengths. Trained by Tim 
Grams, Dancing Roy ended the month

with a second in allowance company Aug. 
29. 

ROUNDING INTO FORM 

The Aug. 23 Frank Gall Memorial going 
7 furlongs provided another showcase for 
the track's high rollers as Lucy's Bob Boy 
squared off against longtime rivals Russell 
Road, In the Fairway and Fred High for the 
$51,150 purse. Longshot Allegheny Jack 
rounded out the five-horse field, but Lucy's 
Bob Boy got aU the pre-race attention at 
7-10 and with good reason. 

The 5-year-old Flatter gelding flashed 
the winning form that made him the domi¬ 
nant Charles Town-based runner for the 
better part of two years before a stun¬ 
ning setback last year in defense of his 
West Virginia Breeders Classic tide. Trainer 
Sandra Dono had the horse back on track 
the following month for his seventh win of 
the year, the A Huevo Stakes. 

This sesaon, Lucy's Bob Boy was fit 
enough off a dominant allowance win to 
challenge the big names in April's |1.5 mil¬ 
lion Charles Town Classic-G2. He finished 
seventh, and followed with two fourths in 
allowance company before he got a bit of 
rest. 

Dono rolled Michael Furr's gelding 
back out for an allowance win Aug. 1, 
and his successful defense in the Frank 
GaU was further proof that all is right 
once again with the talented gelding as he 
points to this year's West Virginia Breeders 
Classic. Lucy's Bob Boy won the Frank 
GaU by 3 lengths over Russell Road, with 
AUegheny Jack third. 

“Right now he's probably about 95 
percent," Dono said. ‘We're hoping by 
the Classic he'U be 100 percent. As far as 
soundness, he's 100 percent sound. It's just 
his shoes -if you look at his shoe, he's got 
just a httie piece that's cut out now from 
where it started off as hke three-quarters. 

‘We weren't concerned with anything. 
He's been training reaUy weU. You can see 
the big difference in him." 

The Frank Gall might have been a pre¬ 
view for the upcoming Breeders Classic, 
with last year's surprise winner Fred High 
finishing sixth behind In the Fairway, the 
2013 “Onion Juice" Breeders Classic win¬ 
ner. Dono expects to see that same group, 
with another couple rivals Ukely joining the 
fray to vie for the big money. 

“I would always worry about RusseU 
Road; he's the big man, so I would always 
worry about him," Dono said. “And In the 
Fairway has been running reaUy well, too. 
He's reaUy stepped up as he's getting older. 


he's mamring a lot. He's a really nice horse, 
too. It's basicaUy this Utde group." 

AUGUST WRAP-UP 

Charles Town closed out the month 
with the Aug. 30 Sylvia Bishop Memorial 
going 7 furlongs. Open to state-bred 
3-year-old fiUies, the Sylvia Bishop also put 
another promising newcomer firmly in the 
spothght as odds-on favorite Chrome Mine 
caught and then held off a determined sec¬ 


ond effort by runner-up Pocket Gift to win 
by a head in 1:25.75. 

Chrome Mine, a daughter of 2003 
Horse of the Year Mineshaft, also has a 
legacy to uphold at Charles Town. Her dam. 
Carnival Chrome, was a multiple stakes 
winner at the track, including the 2007 West 
Virginia “Cavada" Breeders Classic. Bred 
by owner Michael MiUer, the David Wal¬ 
ters-trained fiUy bettered her career mark 
to four wins in five Ufetime starts. ^

No Rust 

Dame Dorothy ends eight-month layoff 
with stakes triumph for Pletcher, Flay

D ame Dorothy hadn’t been seen since 
January but if there was any rust on 
the 3-year-old daughter of Bernar- 
dini —owned by celebrity chef Bobby 
Flay—she never showed it in the $75,000 
Malvern Rose Stakes for Pennsylvania- 
breds Aug. 10. 

Dame Dorothy sat off the early pace 
in her first race over Presque Isle’s Tapeta 
surface. When asked for run by jockey 
Willie Martine 2 nearing the far mrn, the 
Todd Pletcher trainee immediately began 
to move. Dame Dorothy looped three 


wide and by mid-stretch had cleared her six 
rivals to take the lead. Bound challenged 
briefly but was no match for the favorite, 
as Dame Dorothy drew away to win by 4 
lengths. 

Bred by Derry Meeting Farm, Dame 
Dorothy was a $390,000 Keeneland 
September yearhng purchase in 2012 by 
James Delahooke, as agent for Flay. The 
half-sister to Grade/Group 1 winner Mrs. 
Lindsay hadn’t raced in more than six 
months. In January, she trounced allow¬ 
ance foes at Gulfstream Park by 12 lengths. 


She remains undefeated in three career 
starts. 

PERFECT ‘MOONLIGHT’ 

Moonlight Express apparently doesn’t 
like drama. The 4-year-old Kentucky-bred 
son of Notional won his third consecutive 
race Aug. 6. All three wins have been by 
more than 3 lengths. 

The colt, trained by Kathleen O’Connell 
for Eugene Cahalan, made his career debut 
over the Erie strip June 19. In that race, he 
closed into fast fractions and drew away 
by 3y4 lengths. His final time for the 6 fur¬ 
longs was 1:10.07. 

Moonlight Express kept roUing when 
facing winners for the first time July 17. He 
was much closer to the pace in the $30,000 
non-winners of two event and once again 
coasted late to a 3y4-length victory in an 
even faster 1:09.77 for 6 furlongs. 

Moonlight Express looked as impres¬ 
sive as ever winning his third race in a 
row just three weeks later. Placed in mid¬ 
pack throughout by Antonio Gallardo, 
the colt looked loaded nearing the top of 
the stretch but just needed room to run. 
Finally, Gallardo spotted an opening near 
the rail and angled Moonlight Express 
inside. In a matter of seconds. Moonlight 
Express shot through the gap and drew 
off. The winning margin was 372 lengths, 
with a final time of 1:10.39. 

Bred by Spendthrift Farm, Moonlight 
Express is out of the City Zip mare 
Celestial Legend. The Maryland-bred 
champion 2-year-old filly of 2005, she won 
her first six races (four at 2). In that span. 
Celestial Legend capmred the Holly Stakes 
at Meadowlands and Toddler, Marshua and 
Wide Country at Laurel before finishing 
second in the Grade 3 Cicada Stakes at 
Aqueduct. 

STRONG SEASON 

A neck is aU that stood between Dennis 
Behrmann’s Put It Forward and five wins 
in a row at Presque Isle. The 4-year-old 
son of graded stakes winner Put It Back 
stiU put together quite a summer resume, 
winning four of five, and three in a row. 

The Norman Pointer trainee stayed hot 
in an allowance Aug. 26. Ridden by Pablo 
Morales, Put It Forward pressed a :22.29 
quarter and :44.62 half-mile set by Rapid 
Dan. In midstretch. Put It Forward edged 
past Rapid Dan, drawing away to win by 
214 lengths over Chief Exchanger while 
completing the 614 furlongs in 1:16.82. 

The only blemish on Put It Forward’s 
summer was a neck loss to Viva Lad in an

Good Times 

Reduction in racing dates helps 
improve quaiity at short fair meet

T he approach this summer at Timonium 
was simple: less-is-more. 

At the end of the meeting that 
spanned from Aug. 22 to Sept. 1, fewer 
days of racing at Timonium resulted in a 
higher quality product, according to racing 
secretary Georganne Hale. 

^We had an easier time filling some of 
the nicer races, the allowance races,’’ Hale 
said. “It helped having seven days.” 

The seven days were three less than the 
2013 Timonium meet, annually run at the 
Maryland State Fairgrounds. In prior years, 
seven days had been the norm. This year’s 
meet feamred 65 races-10 races on con¬ 
secutive Samrdays and nine races on each 
of the other five days. The meet saw a total 
of 346 starters. 

In addition to the usual sights surround¬ 
ing the track, like the iconic Timonium 
ferris wheel and funnel cake stands, there 
were also pony races for the first time at 
Timonium. Hale said that children riding 
ranged in age from 2-14, with the youngest 
accompanied by parents walking alongside. 

STAR SHOWING 

If there was one horse that cemented 
a hoo^rint on the Timonium meet it was 
the Mike Trombetta-trained Walk of Stars. 
The 3-year-old Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Street Sense blew away a $30,000 maiden 
special weight field by 30% lengths Aug. 
30. 

“It’s not often that you get to win a race 
like that,” Trombetta said. ‘Vou just hope 
nothing goes wrong, that the rider stays on 
and that she keeps going around there.” 

Owned and bred by R. Larry Johnson, 
Walk of Stars was making her return to the 
races off of a nine-month layoff. Breaking 
from the widest post in a field of five, the 
filly was quickly gunned to the lead and 


guided to the rail by Travis Dunkelberger. 
A 2-length lead following an easy quarter- 
mile in :24 grew into a 7-length advantage 
after a half in :48.07. 

She pulled away by the far turn and the 
only question remaining was Walk of Stars’ 
final margin of victory. She completed the 
1-mile race in 1:41.53 and it was a full five 
seconds later that So Help Me Hannah 
crossed the finish in second. 

The Walk of Stars who showed up at 
Timonium looked like a completely differ¬ 
ent horse than the one who’d lost her first 
five races last summer and fall. Trombetta 
decided to give her a break after she fin¬ 
ished fourth in November at Laurel Park. 
The approach clearly worked. 

MCMAHON WINS AGAIN 

To Hugh McMahon, Timonium is an 
“appetizer” of sorts that gets trainers like 
him cranked up for the faU and winter rac¬ 
ing ahead at Laurel. Yet again, that appe¬ 
tizer was quite satisfying for McMahon, 
who won his third consecutive trainers’ 
title at Timonium. 

“It felt great,” McMahon said. “The 
dynamic at Timonium is wonderful. It is a 
more relaxed atmosphere. . . but we don’t 
make small of winning the Timonium 
meet. That’s a big blessing for this barn.” 

McMahon won five races from 11 starts 
during the meet. His win total was just 
enough to edge Hamilton Smith and King 
Leatherbury, who each won four. 

McMahon enjoyed a remarkable meet 
last year at Timonium, winning nine races 
and hitting the board with 15 of 19 start¬ 
ers. In 2012, his five winners were good 
enough to earn him a tie for the Timonium 
trainer title with Jamie Ness. 

‘Whether we’ve got a few horses at 
Saratoga trying to win a race or we’re here 


at Timonium trying to win a race, it’s the 
same effort,” McMahon said. “It’s the same 
desire, it’s the same enthusiasm.” 

ACOSTA’S SIXTH TITLE 

On paper, it was just another $20,000 
maiden claiming race on a Saturday. But 
to J.D. Acosta, it was another opportunity 
to shine, aboard a 3-year-old Virginia-bred 
son of Jump Start named Late Start. 

True to the gelding’s name, he didn’t 
get going until the closing stages of the 
6%-furlong race. Once he did, he gained 
ground rapidly on pacesetter Skylar, ridden 
by Christian Santiago Reyes. In the final 50 
yards, Acosta and Late Start shot through 
a hole on the rail, left open by the younger 
Santiago Reyes, and won the race by three- 
quarters of a length. 

‘When I beat him, I stood up and 
pointed at him to say ‘this is my ground,’” 
Acosta said. “I was just having fun. It’s only 
seven days, so you’ve got to have as much 
fun as you can because you know it’s not 
going to last long.” 

One thing that has lasted for quite a 
while is Acosta’s reign as the master among 
race riders at Timonium. 

The 2014 meet was no different. 

Acosta won his sixth riding title at 
Timonium with 14 victories, eight more 
than the six racked up by co-runner-ups 
Cecily Evans and Carlos Gutierrez. Perhaps 
even more impressive was Acosta’s 71 per¬ 
cent in-the-money rate for his 48 mounts. 

A native of the Dominican Republic 
who began his riding career in Puerto Rico, 
Acosta broke onto the Mid-Atlantic scene 
in 2002 in Maryland. He’s been a staple 
in Maryland and at Charles Town in West 
Virginia since his strong apprentice run. 

“People think I’m ‘The King of Charles 
Town,’” Acosta said with a laugh. “I’m not 
the king of anywhere. . . I think as long as 
you have the right horses, they look OK 
and they [run] in the right races, it makes it 
easier to do it.” 

Acosta credits riding the 6-furlong oval 
at Charles Town, where he’s often been 
the leading rider over the past decade, with 
his impressive resume over the 5-furlong 
bullring at Timonium. Regardless of size, 
purse or prestige, Acosta has continued to 
show that each race matters to him. Just ask 
Christian Santiago Reyes. ^

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A Silent Victory 

Demonstrative wins New York Turf Writers 
darkened by ioss of Grade 1 winner Makari

S aratoga winners usually return to 
applause, pumped fists, smiles, the 
occasional shout of joy. The after- 
math of this year's Grade 1 New York 
Turf Writers Cup steeplechase stakes, at 
Saratoga Aug. 25, included no such signs 
of celebration. 

Instead there were tears and pain and 
questions and doubt amid air made heavy 
by the death of a racehorse doing some¬ 
thing brave. 

Demonstrative-gallant and back to 
his form of 2012, won by a half-length 
for owner Jacquehne Ohrstrom, trainer 
Richard Valentine and jockey Robbie 
Walsh. It was the 7-year-old's second tri¬ 
umph in the $150,000 race and came 25 
days after a nose loss in the A.P. Smithwick

day, Makari (GB), fell at the last fence while 
making a run and died of a broken neck. 

^dVe never been in a winning situ¬ 
ation that solemn,” said Laird George, 
Valentine's assistant and Demonstrative's 
somewhat constant companion. ‘‘You 
could just see it on everybody.” 

Everybody truly meant everybody 
this time as the Turf Writers was run in 
memory of trainer Tom Voss, who died 
this winter. His daughter, Ehzabeth, took 
over the stable and won her first race at 
Saratoga with Makari in the Smithwick. 
She might have been accepting the Turf 
Writers trophy from her mother Mimi and 
brother Sam. Instead, they presented it to 
Ohrstrom, Valentine and Walsh. 

“It makes it hard to get excited about,” 
Valentine said. “I'm excited and happy 
for the horse because he deserves it but 
nobody needs to see that and nobody 
deserves to feel the way you feel after that 
happens. They don't need that. It's just a 
kick in the knees. 

“But that's why we work so hard at it. 
It can happen. They're animals. You can 
do everything right, and it can stiU hap¬ 
pen. It's what you deal with, somehow, but 
you also know that you're giving them a 
chance, a second chance in steeplechasing, 
and we prepare them the best possible way 
we can.” 

Valentine has seemingly prepared 
Demonstrative for a second ascension to 
the top of the steeplechase ranks. 

Bred in Kentucky by Gainsborough 
Farm, the son of Elusive Quality was an 
Echpse Award finahst in 2012 with two 
Grade 1 wins. He won twice at Saratoga 
that summer and capped the season with 
a win in the Colonial Cup but lost the 
Echpse ballot to Pierrot Lunaire. 

Demonstrative opened 2013 with 
another Grade 1 win, but lost his next four 
starts before off-season wind surgery. The 
bay gelding remrned in 2014 and tossed in 
another dull effort when sixth in the Grade 
1 Iroquois. He announced his return with 
the second in the Smithwick. In the Turf 
Writers, he blew the trumpet. 

Sent off as the shght favorite at 2-1, 
the 2010 TattersaUs July graduate was keen 
early when third behind front-running 
Pleasant Woodman and For Non Stop 
(Ire) as Walsh found a spot tucked away on 
the inside after breaking from post eight in 
a nine-horse field. The winner got shuffled 
back slightly and was fifth after a mile. Like 


a teenager driving a Ferrari, Walsh nudged 
the gas pedal and reclaimed third with a cir¬ 
cuit to go and followed the leading pair up 
the backside the final time. Walsh asked for 
more on the mrn and Demonstrative easily 
shpped through on the inside of Pleasant 
Woodman and carried the momenmm off 
the final bend. 

Behind him, Makari was making steady 
progress on the inside and drew nearly 
even as they took off at the last. 

Both horses jumped it well, Makari 
perhaps a touch better despite the later 
takeoff point. Demonstrative landed and 
pushed off for another stride, Makari 
landed steeply, couldn't quite get that next 
stride with his front legs and fell on his 
neck. He was likely going to be first or 
second, despite strong finishes from the 
Jonathan Sheppard entry of Barnstorming 
(second) and Italian Wedding (third). The 
winner covered ZVs miles in 4:34.78 and 
won for the ninth time in 25 jump starts. 
The $90,000 winner's share hfted his stee¬ 
plechase earnings to $569,800. 

“Turning for home, [Itahan Wedding] 
was going well enough to hem me down, 
the plan was to get a lead down to the last, I 
had to go,” said Walsh. “I'm hoping Gerard 
[Galhgan, aboard Pleasant Woodman] 
would give me the room he gave the other 
lad last time. My lad was going so well, 
it's hard to protect it. Hit the front, gone, 
pricked his ears at the last, popped the last, 
once Barnstorming got to my boot, he was 
never going to let him get past.” 

Walsh was thrilled with his third Turf 
Writers in four years, but also knew the 
impact behind him. 

“At the last, I could hear him the 
last three or four strides,” Walsh said of 
Makari. “It would have been a similar 
battle, it's a shame.” 

After the way the horse's 2013 cam¬ 
paign ended. Demonstrative had plenty of 
question marks. Was his short run of suc¬ 
cess just that? Was there something wrong 
physically? He made a breathing noise pull¬ 
ing up after two runs last fall, but showed 
no such signs during the race or exercising. 

At the suggestion of veterinarian Dr. 
Jeff Witwer in South Carolina, Valentine 
had Demonstrative examined with an 
overland scope, a device used to examine a 
horse's airway at exercise. The test showed 
Demonstrative's problem, clearly, and a 
tieback procedure was done at Cornell 
University in New York. 


After two months of stall rest, he went 
back to work. His run in the Iroquois 
(which he won a year earlier) was so-so, 
a sixth behind Divine Fortune. Valentine 
and Walsh left encouraged, however. Their 
horse had no breathing issues. 

“He wasn't fit enough for the Iroquois, 
in hindsight I shouldn't have run him,” 
Valentine said. “He's a horse that loves 
to train and loves to run. I looked at the 
training charts and his race records and 
when he was good, he was running and 
training all the time. I gave him two weeks 
off after Iroquois and started prepping for 
Saratoga.” 

The result was a fitter, more active 
Demonstrative. Training at home in 
Virginia and at Saratoga, Demonstrative 
dragged George. 

“I took him on the grass over there at 
Oklahoma the day before the Smithwick 
and I'm not saying how much I can or 
can't ride but I don't think I've ever had to 
puU one up because I was going to get run 
off with but I had to puU him up because 
I was going to get run off with,” George 
said. “Sometimes you could say, ‘Well, I'll 
let him go on a stride and then he'll come 
back.' I didn't think that for a second. We 
took him over there the day before he ran, 
just to give him a httle gallop on the grass. 
There wasn't any galloping him.” 

Stabled in a barn at the harness track 
when in Saratoga, Demonstrative went 
nowhere near the Oklahama turf the day 
before the Turf Writers, Instead he took 
a hacking tour of what George called “the 
perimeter of the place,” It involved the 
main track, paddock. Horse Haven barn 
area, Oklahoma track and the backside of 
the main track. They crossed two streets 
twice each, and were out for more than 
an hour. 

“He was great, happy, sharp,” said 
George. “It was just to let him do some¬ 
thing. He's not the greatest work horse in 
the world, but he has been in the last six 
months.” 

A few hours after the Turf Writers, 
the four-time Grade 1 winner was back in 
his stall enjoying some attention. His legs 
were poulticed, he'd had a roll in the sand, 
a blacksmith had removed a sprung hind 
shoe, dinner was on the way. 

George stepped back for a better view. 

“This is the best horse I've worked 
with by far in my Hfe,” said George, who 
trained on his own and learned the game 
with David and Frank Whiteley. “It's great 
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Cat Feathers shows the way over Kisser N Run late in the 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes for owner/trainer Kate Dalton.

fun to work with a horse hke that and in 
an environment like we do —the farm, with 
Richard, coming up here and doing well. It 
means something.’’ 

And then, for a second, George thought 
about Makari and the potential for calamity. 

“I worry about them getting hurt in 
general, I worry about their legs, not fall¬ 
ing. Those are accidents, you can’t prepare 
for them, and when they happen they hurt 
everybody.” 

TEAM EFFORT FOR DALTONS 

Bernie Dalton walked back to the jocks’ 
room and deflected aU credit after winning 
the $75,000 Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes 
aboard Cat Feathers, essentially a mem¬ 
ber of the family owned and trained by 
Dalton’s wife Kate. 

^dt’s all down to Kate,” said Dalton. 
‘‘The only time I sit on her is when she 
schools or when she runs, so it’s all Kate’s 
work.” 

The Daltons, based in South Carolina, 
produced Cat Feathers to win her second 
Phipps, one of two fiUy/mare stakes on 
the Saratoga steeplechase schedule, Aug. 7. 
Her first win, an upset back in 2012, hung 
on the last hne of the New York-bred’s 
chart before this year’s Phipps. In between 
that win and this win, the daughter of 
Catienus lost 11 in a row. Not for lack of 
trying. She raced against fiUies and mares 
only twice, finishing second in the Mrs. 
Walter Jeffords both times. The rest were 
against the boys, where she ran hard with¬ 
out winning. 


The Daltons came here confident she’d 
snap her losing streak. 

“We were expecting that,” Bernie Dalton 
said. “Looking at the race, I thought she 
was the best horse in the race, especially 
around here.” 

Dalton rode her that way, placing her 
inside just off the lead before sneaking 
through on the inside and opening up to 
win by 3y4 lengths. Last year’s champion 
mare Kisser N Run finished second with 
Brilliant Match third. 

Back in April, winning at Saratoga 
seemed like a pipe dream. Cat Feathers 
posted her worst career effort, lagging 
nearly 30 lengths behind the winner in an 
optional claimer at Atlanta. She came out 
of the race with problems. 

“She was wrong for a month or six 
weeks with various, different, nigghng 
things that you couldn’t find,” Bernie 
Dalton said. “I told Kate, ‘Just stop, save 
her for the fall.’ She was hke, ‘No, no, no, 
I’h get her back for Saratoga.’ ” 

She got her back for another stakes win 
and a check for $45,000 (plus a New York- 
bred bonus), pushing her career earnings 
past $160,000. 

“When she won here two years ago, she 
was just a flat track horse, she was weak and 
leggy. She’s still weak and leggy but she’s a 
lot stronger,” Bernie Dalton said. “She 
always upholds her end of the deal if she’s 
right. I don’t know what makes her so good 
here, the races set up for her and she jumped 
hke a bunny rabbit today. Give Kate the 
credit, I just keep her between the wings.” 


SCHOODIC LIVING 
UP TO BILLING 

By THnow out of graded stakes winner 
Aunt Henny, Schoodic was supposed to 
be something good. The bay horse with a 
wide blaze. Sharpie black mane and tail and 
white front legs looks the part too. But he 
couldn’t outrun Mr. Ed. 

At 2, Schoodic lost his debut by 33 
lengths in the slop at Saratoga. He fin¬ 
ished third in his second start, at Delaware 
Park, but lost by 17 lengths. The theme 
continued through three more races-one 
more as a juvenile and two at 3 for trainer 
Michael Matz and Pennsylvania owner/ 
breeder Edie Dixon. 

Then Dixon called her steeplechase 
trainer Jack Fisher. And Schoodic took wing. 
He won his first two starts last fall to claim 
the 3-year-old championship and made it 
three in a row with a win to start 2014. On 
Aug. 14 at Saratoga, he came fuU circle- 
winning the $75,000 Michael G. Walsh 
Memorial novice stakes two years and three 
days since that miserable racing debut. 

“When I got him, his hind end was 
much higher than his front end,” said 
Fisher. “He was just very immature. He’s 
a better horse now, a much better horse. 
He’d be a good flat horse now too.” 

Not that Fisher or Dixon want to find 
out. 

Three weeks after getting bumped out 
of the Jonathan Kiser Novice and puUing 
up, the Kentucky-bred overcame a goofy, 
head-throwing, crow-hopping start to win 
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by 4 widening lengths in 4:40.77 for 7?/% 
miles. Favorite Address Unknown (GB) 
finished second after taking the lead on the 
final mrn with Bluegrass Summer third. 

Ridden by Paddy Young, Schoodic was 
last of nine for the first two fences as 
Fisher trainee Easy Reach took the early 
lead. Young moved Schoodic into the race 
after the second fence and he was wide 
around the second of five turns. Schoodic 
advanced to fourth, outside horses, down 
the backside and around the third turn. 
With a lap to go. Easy Reach led Address 
Unknown by a length with Top Striker 
third on the inside. Schoodic was fourth 
in behind and right where Young wanted 
to be. 

“He was quirky down at the start,” said 
Young. “He gets all bouncy when we went 
to jump off and started hke propping. I 
couldn't get him to go forward. There's no 
point in panicking—Plan B. I was further 
back than anybody wanted, but they didn't 
go that quick so I was able to get into the 
race without being under any pressure. 
Take a deep breath, reassess and go from 
there.” 

Address Unknown went to Easy Reach 
at the first fence down the back, but 
Schoodic loomed hke a deadline going 
into the final turn. Behind him, Bluegrass 
Summer came off the cones for room and 
Fog Island circled. The favorite led into 
the stretch, but offered htde as Schoodic 
cleared and won for fiin with a long, easy 
gallop-out as an exclamation point. Young 
never used his whip for more than a prop. 

SHEPPARD WINS 
WITH HOMEBRED 

Way back in 1992, Jonathan Sheppard 
was at a 2-year-old sale at Calder when 
a former employee mentioned a fiUy by 
Gemini Dreamer out of Victorian Lace. 
The sire meant nothing to Sheppard. The 
dam, mother of 1990s steeplechase great 
Victorian Hih, did. 

“Lisa Berry was working for one of the 
consignors down there and told me about 
her,” Sheppard recalled. “I opened my 
catalog and there she was. I think I got her 
for $15,000.” 

It was $14,000, but that fiUy, Gemini's 
Gem, won three races and far more 
importandy became a foundation mare for 
Sheppard's Pennsylvania breeding opera¬ 
tion. Daughter Brilliant Match won the 
$75,000 Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords Stakes

to close the 2014 Saratoga steeplechase 
schedule Aug. 28. Two other daughters 
have won this year and grandson Italian 
Wedding won the Grade 1 New York Turf 
Writers at Saratoga last year. 

“It's been amazing family for us,” Shep¬ 
pard said Thursday. “I'd never heard of 
Gemini Dreamer, but [the fiUy] was a 
half-sister to Victorian Hill [an earner of 
more than $700,000 over jumps] and a 
nice type.” 

As a broodmare, Gemini's Gem also 
produced steeplechase winners Three 
Carat, Sparkled, One Giant Step and Birth 
Sign. Brilliant Match went right to jump 
racing with a career debut over hurdles 
last year. By summer, she was making two 
starts on the flat at Delaware Park and 
then won a maiden hurdle by 49y2 lengths 
at Aiken in October. Aiming for a spring 
return, Sheppard tabled it when the 6-year- 
old daughter of Partner's Hero didn't train 
as well as she can. This summer, she went 
back to the flat and finished second by a 
neck going 5y2 furlongs at Presque Isle 
Downs and then won a maiden special 
going 1 mile and 70 yards. 

Sheppard Hked the success, but was 
thinking Saratoga. 

“Very much so,” he said. “I thought 
if she's going to Saratoga she better have 
a run or two. She was a maiden, she's a 
Pennsylvania-bred, she might be able to 


pick up a bit of pocket change and get 
some fitness out of it. She ran two pretty 
good races.” 

On Aug. 7, Brilliant Match finished 
third-beaten 6 lengths by Cat Feathers-in 
the Mrs. Ogden Phipps going 2yi6 miles 
over hurdles here. Three weeks later, and 
five-sixteenths farther, she flipped the 
result-handing the far more experienced 
Cat Feathers a UA-length defeat in 4:39.05. 

“She was very game,” Sheppard said. 
“If she wanted to quit at aU, she'd have 
gotten beat.” 

In just his third ride of the year thanks 
to a broken leg, Darren Nagle rode the 
winner. 

“I stiU don't feel 100 percent and I'm 
actually surprised to get a ride up here, I 
probably should have just waited for the 
fall but to get the opportunity to ride a 
horse hke that you have to take it,” Nagle 
said. “She was a bit green the last time, she 
learned a lot from that day, she was still 
pretty fired up today but she was tough. 
She got tired, but she kept galloping, 
that's her best thing. She has abihty but 
her toughness outweighs everything else 
for sure.” 

Gemini's Gem, 24, is pensioned on 
Sheppard's farm but she's a long way from 
finished adding to her broodmare career. 
Full-sisters Brilhant Match, Ghttering and 
Rare Mix have aU won this year. They're by 
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Partner’s Hero out of necessity more than 
some pedigree nick. 

The mare, whose early foals were by 
Northern Baby, Citidancer, Storm Broker 
and VaUey Crossing, had to have an ovary 
removed which meant getting her in foal 
was going to be a challenge. Sheppard 
talked it over with Dr. Roy Bergman and 
came up with a plan. 

^‘He said we needed to be very care¬ 
ful and breed her almost to the nearest 
hour (of ovulation),” Sheppard said. ‘Tf 
we were going to monitor it, that meant it 
needed to be a local staUion. I asked him 
who he hked and he said Partner’s Hero. 
I had bred some mares to him, and Hked 
him. He sounded as good as any. The one 
year I sent her to Rimrod (who also stands 
at Castle Rock Farm) she didn’t get in foal.” 

SARATOGA NOTES 

Virginia-based owner/trainer Jimmy 
Day won a $65,000 allowance hurdle with 


Manacor (Ire) Aug. 6. The 6-year-old led 
wire to wire for jockey Paddy Young and 
won for the second time in 14 jump 
starts. . . Owner Gill Johnston picked 
up her second jump win of the meet 
when Syros dominated a $65,000 allow¬ 
ance hurdle Aug. 18. The 6-year-old Dyna- 
former gelding continued a revival of 
sorts since twice starting for a $20,000 
claiming price this spring. In the second 
of those tries, he broke his maiden by 32 
lengths. He bounced out of that to take 
a $35,000 claimer on the mrf at Belmont 
Park in June, then finished third over 
jumps at Saratoga July 23 before adding 
the win to push his earnings since the 
maiden win to $80,900... Crossover owner 
The Elks tone Group won an optional- 
claiming hurdle with Bodie Island Aug. 20. 
The 6-year-old homebred son of Kafwain 
dragged jockey Kiaran Norris to the front, 
built a big lead on the final turn and hung 
on to win by a head over Virsito. Valentine 


trains the winner, who coUected his fourth 
career jump win and third in six starts. . . 
Jockey WilHe McCarthy put a frustrating 
Saratoga to bed with a win aboard Rodman 
Moorhead Ill’s All the Way Jose in an 
allowance hurdle Aug. 27 for Sheppard. 
McCarthy entered the meet atop the stand¬ 
ings with 13 wins, then watched others 
narrow the gap with Saratoga wins. Bred 
in Pennsylvania by Sheppard, the 4-year- 
old winner drew off by 14^4 lengths over 
Wanganui and Albany Road after finishing 
second in Manacor’s win three weeks ear- 
Her. . . Saratoga offered an expanded ros¬ 
ter of 12 races, one each Wednesday and 
Thursday during the meet, and aU filled. 
Two were rescheduled due to weather. The 
riches were shared throughout the game 
as 11 owners, seven trainers (Fisher and 
Valentine won three each) and eight jock¬ 
eys (led by Young with three) found the 
winner’s circle.

Veterinary Matters 


Horses always at risk 
from dangers of botulism 


B otulism is a disease caused by a neu- 
rotoxin considered to be the most 
potent and lethal known to mankind. 
The bacteria that produce the neurotoxin 
are everywhere, residing in our soil. Many 
species are susceptible, but it is believed 
that horses are the most susceptible to bot- 
uhsm, showing clinical signs after ingest¬ 
ing a relatively low dose of the toxin. 
Penn Vefs Amy Johnson DVM, Assistant 
Professor of Large Animal Medicine and 
Neurology at New Bolton Center, and her 
colleagues have conducted research studies 
about the prognosis and survival rates of 
adult horses infected with botulism. 

How does a horse get botuHsm, and 
what are the symptoms? 

Bacteria produce the neuro toxin that 
causes botulism under certain conditions. 


specifically moist, low-oxygen environ¬ 
ments. Adult horses are most commonly 
exposed to the neurotoxin through the 
ingestion of spoiled forage, such as a large 
bale of hay that was not harvested or 
stored properly. 

The disease is characterized by progres¬ 
sive muscle weakness. Initially horses have 
difficulty swallowing because of pharyn¬ 
geal and laryngeal (throat) muscle weak¬ 
ness. As more and more muscle groups 
are affected, the horse has more and more 
difficulty moving around, and eventually 
loses the ability to stand. Once it involves 
the respiratory muscles, the horse usually 
dies of complications. 

Why did Penn Vet conduct research on 
botulism? 


We were seeking concrete results that 
could help veterinarians advise owners 
on whether to treat their adult horses 
for botulism. I worked with Dr. Helen 
Aceto, Associate Professor and Director 
of Biosecurity at New Bolton Center, 
and Susan McAdams-Gallagher, a techni¬ 
cian in the Penn Vet Botulism Reference 
Laboratory. 

The research study’s objective was to 
establish a survival rate for adult horses, 
and determine indicators that could help 
predict the hkehhood of survival. In 
researching the topic, we found no data 
about survival rates for adult horses with 
botulism in hospital settings. 

What are the results from Penn VePs 
study? 

Our research showed that adult horses 
with botuhsm that maintain the ability to 
stand on their own have a much better rate 
of survival in a hospital setting than those 
that lose the ability to stand. If an adult 
horse was able to rise on its own through¬ 
out the disease, 95 percent survived and 
had a full recovery. If the horse lost the 
ability to stand, then only 18 percent sur¬ 
vived. 

If the horse maintains the ability to 
stand, the horse has an excellent progno¬ 
sis of a full recovery. In addition, if the 
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horse was given antitoxin, the only known 
treatment for botulism, within six hours 
of admission, it had a much better chance 
of survival-121 times better-than horses 
that did not receive antitoxin. 




What are the details of the study? 

The study focused on adult horses with 
botuhsm treated at Penn Vefs New Bolton 
Center from 1989 to 2013, a total of 92 
horses with a median age of 5. Of that 
group, 42 were mares, 13 were stallions, 
and 37 were geldings. 

• Of the 92 horses, 86 were treated. 

• Of those 86 horses, 37 did not lose 
the abihty to stand on their own through¬ 
out the treatment, and 35 of those horses 
lived, a 95 percent survival rate. 

• Of the 49 that were recumbent, only 
nine lived, an 18 percent survival rate. 

• The survival rate for aU treated horses 
was 48 percent. 

The study included information pro¬ 
vided at admission and clinical findings. 

The most common clinical sign was 
weak tongue, present in nearly every case, 
followed by weak eyelids, weak tail, and 
difficulty swallowing. 

What is the treatment, and the prognosis 
after survival? 

The most-prevalent treatment was 
intravenous fluids, since the horses were 
often dehydrated. The other was antitoxin, 
which doesn’t reverse clinical signs, but 
can stop progression of signs, preserving 
remaining muscular function until recovery 
occurs. The antitoxin treatment has to be 
administered early to be most effective. 
Other treatments included mbe-feeding, 
since patients often couldn’t eat or drink, 
and an antimicrobial drug to prevent infec¬ 
tions. 

For the patients that survived, they 
regained the abihty to eat and drink after 
a median of eight days, and they regained 
the abihty to stand after a median of 13 
days. The median hospital stay for survi¬ 
vors was 14 days. 

Of those that survived, nearly two- 
thirds had comphcations, ranging from 
pneumonia to cohc to ulcers on their pres¬ 
sure points from lying down. But these 
comphcations had no effect on recovery. 
We can tell owners that even if their horses 
develop these comphcations, do not lose 
hope, because they are not affecting the 
chance of survival. Owners should contact 
their veterinarians as soon as possible if 
they suspect botuhsm. Early intervention 
is critical. *

Tapit son Tritap to Heritage Staiiions in MD 


H eritage Stallions was the first to 
release the news of a son of Tapit 
entering stud in the region, making 
the announcement in late August that 
graded s takes-placed Th tap joins the farm’s 
roster in Chesapeake City, Md. The 5-year- 
old is being syndicated and will stand his 
first season for $2,500. 

Tritap made nine starts, finishing first or 
second six times to earn $155,936. Placed 
at 2, he won at first asking at 3, a maiden 
special weight at Saratoga in which he 
contested the pace and covered 7 furlongs 
in 1:22.56. That fall he set a track record 
for lYie miles (1:58.12) at Churchill Downs. 

A trip to Santa Anita Park was next, and 
Tritap made his first start at 4 in the Grade 
2 San Fernando Stakes. Prompting the 
pace, he just missed by a head to Fed Bi 2 . 

Tritap is out of juvenile stakes winner 
Victory Road, a daughter of the Seattle 
Slew stallion Ikari. Four times Victory Road 
has been bred to Tapit, and all four foals are 
winners. By the fall of 2010 when Thtap 
was offered at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, his fuU-sisters-Noisy Feet 
and Touching Beauty—were stakes win¬ 
ners. Noisy Feet won and placed in stakes 



at Monmouth Park and earned $205,854. 
Touching Beauty earned $183,166, won 
the Grade 3 Comely Stakes and finished 
second in the Grade 2 Matron at Belmont 
and the Silent Turn Stakes at Aqueduct. 
Tri tap’s year-older brother Tap away is an 
earner of $115,756. 

Thtap was the highest-priced yearhng by 
Tapit that year when he sold for $450,000. 


His buyer, WincheU Thoroughbreds, also 
raced Tapit. The nation’s leading sire of 
2014, Tapit is represented by a dozen 
stakes winners this year, including Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner Tonahst and division 
leading 3-year-old filly Untapable. 

Tritap’s second dam, the winning Carr 
de Naskra mare Mt Airy Lass, also pro¬ 
duced stakes winner and $262,593-earner 
Tin Smithen. His third dam is seven¬ 
time stakes winner Talc Shaker. Nine of 
Talc Shaker’s 10 foals to race are winners, 
including stakes winner She’s a Shaker and 
stakes-placed Carr Shaker, both by Carr de 
^ Naskra. Carr Shaker is the dam of Grade 
I 3 winner Dewars Rocks and three s takes- 
^ placed runners. 

The female line of Tritap traces to 
Windy Answer, dam of Canadian cham¬ 
pion Cool Reception and stakes winner 
Ciboulette, the latter a famed producer 
whose offspring include Canadian Horse 
of the Year Fanfreluche. 

WincheU Thoroughbreds has retained 
several breeding shares, and Tritap’s breed¬ 
er, Copper Penny Stables, also intends to 
support him with mares. 


PA roster bolstered by Tapit SW Winchill 


P ennsylvania-bred stakes winner 
WinchiU has been retired to Pointer 
Farm, in the southeastern Pennsyl¬ 
vania town of BernviUe, for the upcom¬ 
ing breeding season. The son of leading 
sire Tapit will stand for $3,000 hve foal, 
with consideration for Pennsylvania foal¬ 
ing mares. 

The 6-year-old bay heads into retire¬ 
ment off back-to-back wins. He concluded 
his 2013 season with a frontrunning vic¬ 
tory in the First Responder Stakes at Parx 
Racing at IVie mUes. In his only start of 
2014, he won a 1-mile Parx allowance in 
June by lengths. Racing from 2 to 6, 
he made 22 starts, winning six, with four 
seconds and two thirds, to earn $288,294. 

WinchiU was a winner twice at 2, scor¬ 
ing first-time out in an EUis Park 6-furlong 



maiden special weight and in allowance 
company at ChurchiU Downs also at 6 fur¬ 
longs. He was campaigned by HeiUgbrodt 


Racing Stable until sold at the stable’s dis¬ 
persal in July 2011. Pewter Stable was the 
buyer and remained a co-owner for the rest 
of the colt’s career. In other stakes compe¬ 
tition, he was second in the Crowd Pleaser 
Stakes and placed twice in the Roanoke. 

WinchiU is out of graded stakes- 
placed juvenile Exclusive Hold, a daugh¬ 
ter of Phone Trick who ran second in 
the SchuylervUle S takes-G2 and third in 
the Adirondack Stakes-G2 at Saratoga. 
Exclusive Hold has seven foals to race, six 
winners, including $129,602-earner Five 
Percent Ours as weU as the dam of stakes- 
placed Statutorial. 

Found in WinchiU’s famUy are Enghsh 
champion filly LaUani (GB) and interna¬ 
tional group winners Faithful Son, Naheef, 
Ley Hunter, Always Fair and PunctUio.

Graded sprinter Bandbox to Northview in MD 



B andbox, a son of Tapit and one 
of the 2014 North American lead¬ 
ing sire’s nine graded stakes winners 
this year, wiU stand his first season at 
Northview Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., in 2015. The stud fee for the 
gray/roan 6-year-old is $2,500 Hve foal. In 
the process of being syndicated, he’s avail¬ 
able for inspection at the farm. 

A stakes performer each of the four 
seasons he competed for EUen Charles’ 
Hillwood Stable and trainer Rodney 
Jenkins, Bandbox recorded his biggest win 
in this year’s $250,000 General George 
Handicap-G3. He captured Laurel Park’s 
7-furlong winter fixture by 4 lengths. 

At 2, Bandbox won two $100,000 7-fur- 
long stakes: the Charles Town Juvenile, and 
Sleepy HoUow, in the latter defeating eight 
rivals after stumbhng at the start. He broke 
his maiden at BVz furlongs at Laurel Park 
first time out, and his only other start that 
season saw him finish fourth behind To 
Honor and Serve and Mucho Macho Man 
in the Grade 2 Remsen Stakes.

He retires with five wins, 
four seconds and a third in 15 starts with 
earnings of $390,345. 

Bandbox is one of three named foals 
of racing age, aU winners, for the Grand 
Slam mare Empty the Bases. His sec¬ 
ond dam.

Minister), is a half-sister to stakes win¬ 
ner and four-time graded stakes-placed 
Impending Bear, and graded stakes-placed 
Siphon Honey. Impending Bear is the 
dam of Venezuelan champion sprinter 
Senor Acuna and champion 3-year-old filly 
Senora Simona. Bandbox’s third dam is 
stakes winner Harlan Honey. 


Freshman sire Street Magician’s first winner 


H eritage Stallions’ freshman sire Street 
Magician got his first winner with the 
effort of Rockin Jo jo in a 5-furlong 
maiden special weight at Parx Racing Aug. 
30. The 2-year-old filly owned by Michael 
Cox and trained by Bernie Houghton took 
aim at the pacesetter coming down the 
stretch and got up in the final strides in 
her second career start. Her time of :58.79 
was one of the fastest at the distance for 
2-year-olds during the meet. 

A chestnut fiUy out of the Paknister 
mare Chiqueada, Rockin Jo jo was bred in 
Pennsylvania by David Miller and Skymarc 
Farm. She is a half-sister to stakes-placed 
Not for Money, and sold for $23,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Fall Yearling sale. 
The win pushed her earnings to $43,800. 


Street Magician is a track record-setting 
graded stakes winner who won five of 
10 starts for his breeder/owner R. Larry 
Johnson, who still owns the 10-year-old 
son of Street Cry (Ire). 

Sprinting was Street Magician’s forte, 
with all his wins at 7 furlongs or less. He 
won three stakes, topped by the Grade 3 
Hirsch Jacobs for 3-year-olds on the Preak¬ 
ness Day card. Earlier that season, he cap¬ 
tured Gulfstream Park’s $125,000 Aventura 
Stakes in 1:22.38 for 7 furlongs. His first 
win, a 6-furlong maiden special weight at 
Gulfstream Park in his second career start, 
merited a 100 Beyer speed figure. 

In his synthetic debut in 2009, Street 
Magician set a track record of 1:02.24 
at Presque Isle Downs in the 5/4-fur- 


long $100,000 Karl Boyes Memorial 
Northwestern PA Stakes, a mark that stood 
until this past summer. 

Street Magician is out of Magical 
Meadow, by Meadowlake, and is a half- 
brother to the dam of 2014 stakes winner 
I’m Stoked. His family has been prominent 
in the Mid-Atlantic for decades, with nearly 
30 stakes horses under his first three dams, 
including $673,686-earner Strike the Moon 
and track record-setter Turn to T. J. 

Street Magician entered stud at North- 
view Stallion Station in Chesapeake City 
before moving across the road to Heritage 
for the 2014 season. He has 38 foals in his 
first crop of 2-year-olds.

Country Life Farm to stand Super Ninety Nine 



S uper Ninety Nine, a graded stakes- 
winning son of Pulpit from the fam¬ 
ily of two-time Horse of the Year 
Curlin, has been retired to stand his first 
season in 2015 at the Pons family’s Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air, Md. 

The property of Spendthrift Farm and 
Country Life, the 4-year-old chesmut colt 
is being offered in Spendthrift’s popular 
Share the Upside Program. Mare owners 
who breed at a fee of $5,000 for the first 


two seasons earn a hfetime breeding right 
with no expenses. In the alternative, mare 
owners can access the stallion at a hve foal 
fee of $4,000. 

Super Ninety Nine’s biggest score came 
in the F/is-mile Grade 3 Southwest Stakes 
for 3-year-olds at Oaklawn Park. Leading 
every step over the sloppy track, he drew 
off to win by 11% lengths over Fear the 
Kitten. Will Take Charge was in the beaten 
field. 


That was his first start outside Cali¬ 
fornia-he kicked off the year in a 1-mile 
allowance at Santa Anita, winning by 3Va 
lengths over Code West. Upon his remrn 
to the west coast. Super Ninety Nine was 
third, behind Goldencents and Flashback, 
in the Grade 1 Santa Anita Derby, in what 
was the final start of his sophomore cam¬ 
paign. 

The colt won his career debut at 2, a 
7-furlong maiden special weight at Santa 
Anita Park, by 1% lengths. Stepped up to 
stakes company next out, he finished sec¬ 
ond in the Hollywood Prevue Stakes-G3. 
From eight career starts. Super Ninety 
Nine recorded three wins, a second and a 
third, for earnings of $378,260. 

‘‘The new breeders’ awards program in 
Maryland is attracting better mares,” said 
Spendthrift owner B. Wayne Hughes in a 
press release. “We started Malibu Moon at 
stud with the Pons boys, and we bred good 
mares to him to get him going. We sent 
Malibu Moon’s son Freedom Child to smd 
there last year. 

“You don’t make stallions tike Malibu 
Moon unless you support them early, and 
we will send a large draft of mares to 
Maryland. We studied the Maryland-bred 
program and it’s a big incentive for us to 
make stallions with Country Life.” 

Super Ninety Nine is out of the unraced 
Unbridled’s Song mare Exogenetic, also 
dam of Elusive Hori 2 on, a five-time stakes 
winner of $241,715. The mare has five 
foals to race, aU are winners. 

Exogenetic is a three-quarter sister to the 
extremely talented but ill-fated Exogenous 
(by Unbridled), a multiple Grade 1 winner 
of $945,560. Super Ninety Nine’s third 
dam, stakes-placed Count On Kathy (by 
Dancing Count), is also the dam of stakes 
winner T. V Countess, who in turn pro¬ 
duced Echpse Award winner Countess 
Diana and five other stakes horses. 

Super Ninety Nine’s female line traces 
directly back to the stakes-winning Wise 
Exchange mare War Exchange (his fourth 
dam). War Exchange is the third dam of 
Curlin through her graded stakes-winning 
daughter Barbarika. Other major winners 
in the family are Win Variation and Red 
Spada, group winning millionaires in Japan, 
and Lucky Lady Lauren (a daughter of 
Carnivalay).

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Maryland Horse founder 
Finney to be honored for 
journalism career 


The Robert and Anne 
Heighe Award for Excellence 
in Equestrian Journalism, es¬ 
tablished in 2012 by the Hays- 
Heighe House Committee of 
Harford Community College, 
is recognizing icons who have 
covered the industry in the 
state. 

The inaugural award was 
presented to racing writer, 
publicist and historian Joe 
Kelly. The late William Boni¬ 
face, longtime racing writer 
for The Baltimore Sun, was 
honored in 2013. This year's 
award, sponsored by Steve 
Dance Auctions, is being pre¬ 
sented posthumously to Hum¬ 
phrey S. Finney, founder and 
former editor of The Maryland 
Horse. 

The award is named for the 
late owners of the former 
Prospect Hill Farm in Bel Air, 
now the site of the Harford 
Community College campus. 
The award will be presented 
to Finney family members at 
Hays-Heighe House in Octo¬ 
ber, and is one of a series of 
events to be held at the college 
in upcoming months. 

Finney is being recognized 
for his work as the founder 
and longtime editor of The 
Maryland Horse (now Mid-At¬ 
lantic Thoroughbred), for his 
journalism efforts in other 
equine publications, his two 
books Stud Farm Diary and 
Fair Exchange, and for his life¬

time achievements in the are¬ 
na of bloodstock sales. 

The life and career of Fin¬ 
ney will be part of an exhibit 
also opening in October at 
Hays-Heighe House titled The 
Racehorse, The Royals and The 


Writer. Created in six parts, 
the exhibition, curated by 
Maryanna Skowronski, direc¬ 
tor of the Historical Society 
of Harford County, begins by 
telling the story of Herman B. 
Duryea, a wealthy New York

racing patron during the days 
of the ''Gilded Age." 

When anti-betting laws 
were handed down in the 
United States, Duryea moved 
his entire breeding and racing 
operation to France where he 
established the Haras du Ga- 
zon stables. During that time 
he was the breeder and owner 
of ^Durbar II, who won the 
1914 Epsom Derby, in doing 
so defeating Kmg George V's 
runner Amner. 

Upon Duryea's death in 
1916 his estate passed to his 
wife Ellen, who was the aunt 
of Robert Heighe. Upon her 
demise 12 years after her hus¬ 
band's passing, the entire 
Duryea fortune was be¬ 
queathed to Robert Heighe. 

It is unclear whether 
’^Durbar II was part of the es¬ 
tate, as news accounts vary. It 
is known that the stallion was 
sent from France in 1926 to 
stand at Claiborne Farm in 
Kentucky for approximately 
five years. In 1931 he was 
brought to Maryland's Pros¬ 
pect Hill Farm to stand at 


stud. However, the horse died 
a few months later, at the age 
of 20 and was buried on the 
farm. Skowronski discovered 
the story of ^Durbar II in 1995 
while doing research for an ar¬ 
ticle on the history of racing in 
Harford County. 

The exhibit highlights 
’^Durbar IPs career as well as 
the part the stallion plays in 
Thoroughbred bloodlines to¬ 
day. Other exhibit rooms will 
showcase the British Royal 
Family's equestrian pursuits, 
the horse in World War I, the 
British suffrage movement 
and its ties to the Epsom Der¬ 
by and Prospect Hill Farm it¬ 
self. 

In conjunction with the ex¬ 
hibit, which runs through Feb¬ 
ruary 2015, the college will 
welcome Hugo Vickers, au¬ 
thor and biographer of the 
British Royal Family, to Hays- 
Heighe House as featured 
speaker at a fundraising din¬ 
ner the evening of Oct. 10. 
Vickers will give a talk enti¬ 
tled "All the Queen's Horses," 
which was written specifically 


for the occasion. Those attend¬ 
ing will have a preview of the 
overall exhibition before its 
public opening. 

The "Evening in the Com¬ 
pany of Hugo Vickers," is 
open to the public.

— Obituary — 

Priscilla Menzies 


Equine artist Priscilla 
Fuller Menzies, an editor and 
writer for The Maryland Horse 
in the 1940s, died Aug. 24. The 
Baltimore native, and former 
Butler resident, was 94. 

Menzies earned a bache¬ 
lor's degree at what is now 
the Maryland Institute Col¬ 
lege of Art after graduating 
from Garrison Forest School in 
1938. In the spring of 1941, she 
was hired as a correspondent 
for The Maryland Horse and 
reported on horse shows and 
other events during the year. 
She married John Menzies Jr. 
in 1942, was editor of the mag¬ 
azine for a brief period during 
World War II, raised four chil¬ 
dren, and expanded her career 
as an artist. 

Among her commissioned 
equine portraits were those of 
Sagamore Farm greats Native 


Dancer and Discovery, Al¬ 
fred Smith's top timber horse 
Grand Chal, and Triple Crown 
winner Secretariat. She paint¬ 
ed well into her 80s, counting 
among later subjects Barbaro 
and Funny Cide. 

Menzies and her husband 
owned a 20-acre farm in Balti¬ 
more County they called Last 
Chance Stables and raised 
and raced Thoroughbreds on 
a modest scale for more than 
three decades. In 1984 their 
yearling Damitrius colt was 
pinned grand champion of the 
MHBA's 50th annual yearling 
show. 

Mrs. Menzies is survived 
by her daughter, Priscilla 
Menzies Keller, of Chagrin 
Falls, Ohio; a son, Scott Men¬ 
zies of Upperco; and 13 grand¬ 
children. Her husband died in 
2000 . ^

Mary Anne telling me I can't buy 
those two mares out of the classifieds 
unless I buy the weanling too. The 
day that filly runs third in the Black- 
Eyed Susan. The night she foals 
Declan's Moon. He's blue ribbon at 
the Yearling Show, but his cousin 
Katie's Love is grand champion. 

Driving Humphrey Finney 
around Saratoga in my Fasig-Tipton 
days, Steve and me and Finney, like 
he's Roosevelt, he's that famous 
up there. That photo of Missy 
graduating from law school. 

The way my alfalfa rows were 
neat as the Orioles' outfield. The 
day I swept all the lady tellers at 
The Cracked Claw back from smoke 
break, and they bet what I bet, and 
Randy's Moon wins by a neck, and 
the whole place is chanting "Thank 
you Brice, Brice, Brice." 

So much more, so little time. 
Storm's gonna rain on my hay. 

Here's what'll happen next. My 
hard-working hands will rest. They'll 
put me in a box and tell my friends 
what time to come by. You won't 
find five guys in ties out of a couple 
hundred from 2-4, or from 6-8, either. 
Next day, Elaine will introduce 
herself as sorry she's not Vince Cill, 
but she'll sing it out of the park in 
between Danny and Billy and Steve 
telling stories on me. Danny with 


Dad's buckshot still in his butt. Steve 
saying, "All You Can Eat might not 
mean that, Brice." Billy saying, "He 
never kept score. It wasn't about the 
money to him. It was about loyalty." 

Then Chip will lead that long 
black car past the Howard County 
Fair where I worked the back gate 
all those years, then I'll be back at 
Spring Meadow, up on a wagon 
behind a team of horses, and they'll 
drive me down the lane one last time 
to check on the cattle. The mares and 
foals will start running because they 
know something's up. Then out we'll 
go, down ol' 97 to Union Chapel, 
a cool day to follow the wagon on 
foot like some 18th-century country 
folk, and they'll add another Ridgely 
to that good Howard County 
ground. Then it's cole slaw and local 
tomatoes. 

Every year without knowing 
it, I have passed the day when the 
last fields will wave to me. This is 
different. I feel like a square bale's 
sitting on my right side and I can't 
get it off and the bale is hot because 
it wasn't cured. 

Wind's blowing over the grain 
field like water. I can see it from this 
barn roof. If I push off just right, I 
can land in the pond, and put this 
fire out.

They won't take 
credit, but it's me that's been 
blessed. ^

C huck Spina, a trainer for more than four 
decades, is the 2014 recipient of the Virgil 
“Buddy^ Raines Distinguished Achievement 

Award. 

The Raines Award, instituted at Monmouth 
Park in 1996, honors men and women who have 
demonstrated a continuing commitment to the 
sport of Thoroughbred racing as an owner or 
trainer, and whose conduct has been exemplary for 
professionalism, integrity and service. 

"IPs a great honor,” said Spina, a resident of 
Monmouth Beach. "Fm totally thrilled about it and 
humbled by it. A lot of the guys that are up on that 
wall are my idols, like Ben Perkins Sr. and Joe Pierce. 
iVe been training for 44 years and this is one of the 
high points of my career. I love this place. IPs my 
favorite sporting venue out there.” 


Spina was the 19th recipient of the Raines Award. 
He won his first race at Belmont Park in 1972, and 
has since won multiple stakes races, including the 
Choice Dream Handicap in 1987. He now works 
primarily with New Jersey-bred horses. 

The award is named for one of racing’s most 
venerable figures. Buddy Raines trained horses for 
65 years and won the Preakness Stakes in 1962 with 
Greek Money. 

Each recipient of the Raines Award receives a 
special trophy emblematic of the honor. All winners 
of the award have their names placed on a special 
plaque that is displayed in the Monmouth Park 
clubhouse.

D aniel J. Lopezes Geeky Gorgeous got back 
to the winner^s circle in her third start of 
the year with a repeat victory in the $75,000 
Regret Stakes at Monmouth Park July 26.

Geeky Gorgeous earned an additional $15,000 as 
a 40% bonus awarded to all New Jersey-breds to hit 
the board in open company races. The win increased 
her record to nine wins from 18 starts for earnings of 
$424,220. 



Rainbow Heir wins Teddy Drone Stakes 



N ew Farm’s homebred Rainbow Heir won 
his second consecutive start by taking the 
$100,000 Teddy Drone Stakes on Haskell 
Day, showing the brilliance that made him the 2013 
champion 3-year-old colt in New Jersey. 

Rainbow Heir stalked the quick early pace set by 
Black Hornet, who traveled the opening quarter in 
:21.67. The son of Wildcat Heir moved up to take the 
lead entering the stretch after a half in :44.11 and 
drew off to an emphatic 3y2-length score in 1:09.02. 

"Last year there were some races where he wasn’t 
breaking sharply,” said winning trainer Ben Perkins 
Jr. "But when he breaks he can wait and then finish. 
We’ve had this race in mind for him for a while.” 

Rainbow Heir earned an additional $15,000 with 
the 40% bonus awarded to all New Jersey-breds that 
hit the board in open company races. The win was 
his sixth in 10 starts and boosted his earnings to 
$281,010.

Feeling Keystone Pride

People who are born and/or raised in Pennsylvania are usually proud of that fact. 
They typically root for sports teams, whether college or professional, that are located 
in this wonderful state. When the “Keystone” baseball team from a small, central 
Pennsylvania town made it to the Little League World Series in 2011, the average 
attendance for each game was well over 30,000 fans. That scene was repeated again 
this year when a team from the Philadelphia area performed well while representing the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

In 2013 many of us cheered for PA-bred Princess of Sylmar as she reeled off four 
straight Grade 1 victories, nearly capturing the Eclipse 3-year-old filly award in the 
process. In both 2012 and 2013 we rooted for Wise Dan, sired by PA-based stallion 
Wiseman’s Ferry, as he won not just one, but two Horse of the Year awards. 

Racing fans and politicians alike climbed aboard Smarty Jones back in 2004. The 
Philadelphia flyer sped undefeated into and through the Kentucky Derby and Preakness. 
Smarty came up agonizingly short of winning the first Triple Crown since 1978. Most of 
us can still recall the now-retired Tom Durkin's plaintive call: “Birdstone wins the Belmont 
Stakes.” 

As the 2014 racing season careens into the fall, three Pin Oak Lane stallions have 
provided us with three separate “Win and You're In” Breeders’ Cup Classic qualifiers to 
cheer for. Albert the Great is the sire of Moonshine Mullin, who qualified for the Classic 
by winning the Stephen Foster Handicap. Rockport Harbor, who died in 2013, is the sire 
of Gold Cup at Santa Anita winner Majestic Harbor. At the end of July Bayern, sired by 
Offlee Wild, captured the William Hill Haskell Invitational Stakes. Dr. William J. Solomon’s 
stallions are doing an outstanding job of carrying the Pennsylvania torch toward this 
year’s Breeders’ Cup Classic. 

Earlier this month, Unionville-based trainer Eddie Graham hit the big time when 
his charge Hardest Core (by Pennsylvania-bred Hard Spun) won the Grade 1 Arlington 
Million. The Arlington Million is a “Win and You’re In” for the Breeders’ Cup Turf. 

There is no doubt that if a casual sports fan from this state were aware of these 
horses’ Pennsylvania connections, they would be more likely to attend-or at least tune 
in-when these horses run in this year’s Breeders’ Cup races. 

My wife, Nikki, and I are constantly trying to find a Pennsylvania connection of some 
type whenever we watch a big race. We often find ourselves rooting for a Graham Motion 
or a Michael Matz-trained entry because of their Pennsylvania connections, as well as 
the class exuded by these two fine men. 

For this wonderful sport to survive and eventually flourish, one of the things we need 
to do is inform the casual Pennsylvania sports fan that they have a clear rooting interest. 
The Little League World Series in both 2011 and 2014 proved that. $

The website says "full service.” 
That’s no hype. 

At Crane Thoroughbreds they will 
sell you horses or prepare your horses 
for the sales. They will break your 
horses, train them, breed them and foal 
their babies. They will do about anything 
you need done with your horses, and 
when that’s finished Clovis Crane can 
chat you up about wrestling or rodeoing. 

Crane and his wife Joanna bought 
65 acres in Lebanon in 2005 and 
started Crane Thoroughbreds. In late 
May, they earned their first stakes victory 
as breeders when Red Velvet, trained 
by Todd Fletcher, won the Jersey Girl 
Stakes at Belmont Park. 

“We’re trying to sell quality horses 
and put them in the right hands so that 
people come back to us and look for 
horses again," Crane says. “So we were 
really excited because that filly gets our 
name out there.” 

Red Velvet is a 3-year-old daughter 
of the broodmare On and On and the 
sire City Zip. She is a product of the 
Cranes’ paying attention. 

They attended the February 2011 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Winter Mixed 
sale in Lexington primarily looking for 
yearlings, or, if they could find any, 
broodmares at a bargain. On and On, 
despite her record of O-for-8 as a 
racehorse, caught their eye. 

“She was going through the ring, 
and the bid had stalled at $1,800,” 


Crane says. “Joanna and I had looked at 
her, and now we’re looking at each other 
like, ‘What the heck? Why is this mare 
going so cheap? She’s got nothing but 
black type in the first dam, and she’s in 
foal to City Zip.’ We went ahead and bid 
on her a couple of times and ended up 
buying her for 4,000 bucks, which we 
thought was dirt cheap.” 

Two months later she delivered a 
healthy City Zip filly. The Cranes bred On 
and On to Scat Daddy and then sold her 
in foal privately for what Orane says was 
a nice profit. They were going to sell the 
yearling filly, the eventual Red Velvet, at 
the same February auction at which they 
had bought her mother. But just before 
the sale she cut her shin so deeply they 
thought they might have to euthanize 
her. She recovered, and in late summer 
2012, at the farm’s annual open house, 
they sold Red Velvet and two other 
horses privately to Debra and Kirk 
Wycoff, who race as Three Diamonds 
Farm. 

Red Velvet won three of her first four 
races, and followed her stakes score 
with a fourth-place finish in the Grade 
3 Victory Ride Stakes on June 29 at 
Belmont, just missing the board after 
setting sizzling fractions. 

Crane is not her trainer, of course, 
but he does train horses for several 
different owners. In this year’s $100,000 
Penn Oaks Stakes at Penn National, 
his trainee Je Suis Enchantee finished 


second-byaneck-at28-1 odds. 

From 11 starts through late August, the 
PA-bred 3-year-old filly had two wins, 
two seconds and three thirds which 
include the Malvern Rose Stakes at 
Presque Isle Downs. 

So far this year Crane the trainer 
has won or placed in 22 of 48 races. 

Crane Thoroughbreds is a 
15-minute drive from Penn National. The 
Cranes and their crew gallop and school 
horses at the starting gate on the farm 
and then van them to Penn National to 
breeze. 

Still, Crane says, “Predominantly 
we buy and sell horses. The meat and 
potatoes of our business is pinhooking. 
The bread and butter is we break horses 
and send them to other trainers.” 

Crane graduated in 2003 from 
Purdue University, where he was a star 
wrestler. Before college he was a jockey; 
from 1996 to 1998 he won 242 races 
from 1,985 mounts. During summers 
from college he worked as an exercise 
rider at Saratoga. And after college he 
became a “professional cowboy,” riding 
bulls and bucking horses. 

The mission statement on the 
Crane Thoroughbreds’ website states: 
“Be respectful to all and foster strong 
relationships through integrity, honesty, 
and effort.” 

Crane adds in person: “We’re just 
trying to feed our family and have a 
good time.” ^

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A Peculiar Twist of Fate

I n any job or vocation, there always 
seem to be jealousies involving 
salaries, promotions, co-workers 
and success/failures. The horse 
racing industry is not immune to any 
of these circumstances. This story 
however proves the closeness of the 
community. 

The days leading up to Thursday, 
Aug. 14 were filled with a sense of 
excitement for me (as his agent) 
and nervous anticipation for my 
jockey. Matt McGowan. The 34-year- 
old Wisconsin native was in the midst 
of a stretch of good fortune and saw 
a substantial opportunity looming 
that night in the program's second 
race. Out of nowhere he had been 
chosen to ride for one of Charles 
Town's premier conditioners, David 
Walters, on a well meant first-timer 
named Jimmy Jack. 

The 3-year-old chestnut colt by 
Giacomo out of Alpine Secret was 
making his debut off a series of solid 
workouts and would fortuitously 
break from the preferential eight 
post in the 4 V 2 furlong contest. To 


further corroborate his chances, 
fellow rider Oscar Flores (who had 
been on the horse for morning trials) 
gave Matt the proverbial wink of 
approval as both men weighed in 
for the race. 

According to McGowan,"It had 
probably been two years since 
David gave me a shot on one of his 
horses and I was not going to let him 
down." 

The West Virginia-bred appeared, 
as do most of Walters' horses, 
impeccably turned-out, his coat 
glimmering under the bright 
paddock lights. Pre-race instructions 
were given, salutary handshakes 
exchanged, tote board odds milled 
around 6-5 and then misfortune 
reared her ugly head. While 
getting a leg-up, the colt spooked 
from another horse's antics and 
McGowan suffered a lightning-quick 
strike to his exposed knee. 

Grooms, hot walkers, pony people 
and spectators thought there was a 
Civil War re-enactment afoot in the 
nearby Valley by the extreme sound 


the horse's hoof made on contact. 
Walters reached down to assist the 
fallen rider and heard the words that 
no one wants uttered, "I need the 
EMTs." 

Fortunately for Matt, ambulance 
personnel were close and they 
began to immediately render aid to 
my friend/employer. 

Ten seconds after the mishap 
I received urgent phone calls at 
home from fellow agents Gordon 
Becraft and Keith Davis alerting me 
of Matt's status, as well as trainer 
Chris Keller. Nothing can prepare you 
for these types of calls, but it is the 
nature of the business and I quickly 
donned my sneakers, tossed my 
dinner in the trash and headed to 
our local hospital. 

On the way Naomi Rutherford- 
Long (Matt's mother-in-law) called, 
anxiously hoping for an update and 
informing me that Matt's wife Nicole 
and daughter Clarissa were on their 
way as well. Outrider/trainer/former 
jockey Lori Bourne (no stranger to 
injuries) asked me to give Matt her 
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best. My phone looked like an old 
fashioned switchboard; an Aurora 
Boreaiis of colors. 

I pulled into the hospitai parking 
iot and the waiting area was 
compiete chaos. Luckiiy i spotted 
a friend motioning me back to 
Maths observation room. Jockey 
and buddy Jesus Sanchez was 
there aiong with friend/mentor Larry 
Reynoids when the procession of 
weii-wishers arrived. 

i have represented Matt for 
severai years so this wasn't our initial 
trip to Ciub Med. We just shook 
hands and gave each other a 
giance that said itaii. 

Linda Wright (EMT and wife of 
steward Danny Wright) siid back the 
curtain, covered in racetrack dirt 
and gave a thumbs-up to one of 
her favorite riders as Henry Christie 
checked for sweiiing to a ieg that 
was awaiting x-rays, in a flash, spirits 
were eievated upon the arrival of 
Matt's daughter who set to task 
coloring a picture for her battle- 
scarred father. 

Jockeys Oscar Flores and 
Mauricio Rodriguez exhibited the 
soiidarity present in Charies Town's 
jock's room by consoiing those in 
attendance. 

Chapiain Joei Hiraido sat down 
and recited a prayer for Matt to 
ensure a speedy recovery. My 
fiancee GiGi Baker came in. and 
as is her custom, tried to mobilize 
hospitai resources to expedite the 


process. Agent Arlene McCanns shot 
a wave and smile in my direction as 
she too was visiting her rider Victor 
Rodriguez in the emergency room. 
Ceii phones were ringing, going off 
iike fireworks as more friends, agents 
and horsemen made inquiries as to 
Matt's condition. 

Matt was born and raised in the 
Midwest, so he is both mentaiiy and 
physicaiiy as tough an individuai 
i have ever met. In the Immortal 
words of Abraham Lincoln."! will 
prepare and some day my chance 
will come ."That Is the McGowan 
credo! 

Just then the portabie x-ray 
machine appeared, and when the 
picture was displayed Larry Reynolds 
cringed.

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NSA’s fall season boasts rich purses 


Bigger purses and spirited battles for Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Association champion¬ 
ships are in prospect as the fall season moves 
into high gear in October. The championship 
season was to kick off at Belmont Park on 
Sept. 18, with the $150,000 Lonesome Glory 
Handicap (Gr. 1) and the $75,000 William 
Entenmann Memorial Novice Stakes. 

Two other Grade 1 races grace the fall sea¬ 
son: the $250,000 Grand National at Far Hills, 
N.J., on Oct. 18 and the $100,000 Marion du- 
Pont Scott Colonial Cup at Camden, S.C., on 
Nov. 15. In all, the fall championship season 
offers more than $2-million in purses. 

Purses are up significantly across the sched¬ 
ule, and the largest increases will occur at the 
International Gold Cup in The Plains, Va., as it 
takes up its new spot on the fall schedule, the 
fourth Saturday in October. The program on 
Oct. 25 will offer $285,000 in purses. 

The signature race, the International Gold 
Cup over timber, received a $10,000 increase 
to $60,000, and added to the program was the 
$50,000 David L. “Zeke” Ferguson Memorial 
(Gr. 3). The Ferguson usually is run at Colonial 
Downs, which did not operate in 2014. 

In addition to the Entenmann, two other 
novices races—the $ 100,000 Foxbrook Cham¬ 
pion Hurdle at Far Hills and the $50,000 
AFLAC Supreme Hurdle at the Steeplechase 
at Callaway in Georgia on Nov. 1—^will play 
significant roles in deciding the champion of 
the division for the sport’s rising stars. 

Also at stake will be the Life’s Illusion Filly 
and Mare title, with two stakes races likely 
to play a role in deciding the championship. 
The female performers will be in action in Far 
Hills’ $75,000 Peapack Stakes and the $50,000 
Crown Royal Stakes at Callaway. 

Timber action will be plentifiil. In addition 
to the International Gold Cup, the timber 
schedule features the $35,000 National Sport¬ 
ing Library and Museum Cup at the Vir¬ 
ginia Fall Races in Middleburg on Oct. 4; the 
$25,000 Genesee Valley Hunt Cup in Geneseo, 
N. Y., on Oct. 11; the $50,000 New Jersey Hunt 
Cup at Far Hills; and the $35,000 Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup in Unionville on Nov. 2.

Fisher adds to lead with three Saratoga victories

Leading trainers Jack Fisher and Jonathan 
Sheppard always have a lively competition at 
Saratoga Race Course, and Fisher came out 
on top this year with three victories to two 
for Racing Hall of Fame horseman Sheppard. 

Also notching two wins was Virginia-based 
Richard Valentine, who saddled Jacqueline 
Ohrstrom’s Demonstrative for a victory in the 
$ 150,000 New York Turf Writers Cup (Gr. 1), 
Saratoga’s richest steeplechase race. He also 
won the $75,000 Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes 
with Gil Johnston’s Awesome Pearl, who won 
at the awesome price of 35-to-1. 


Edith Dixon’s Schoodic provided Fisher 
with his biggest win when he pulled away to 
a four-length victory in the Michael G. Walsh 
Novice Stakes. The Maryland-based horseman 
also won $65,000 allowance hurdles with 
Virsito and Syros. Fisher, the 2012 champion 
trainer and co-champion trainer with Shep¬ 
pard last year, opened a three-race margin on 
his closest rival, Cyril Murphy, in the trainer 
standings. 

Sheppard continued his amazing streak of 
at least one Saratoga victory since 1967. He 
kept the streak alive with a flat victory early 


in the meet, but he saved his steeplechase 
firepower for the last full week of the season, 
when Rodman W. Moorhead Ill’s All the Way 
Jose won a $65,000 allowance hurdle and the 
trainer’s Brilliant Match prevailed in the Mrs. 
Walter M. Jeffords Stakes for fillies and mares 
in Saratoga meet’s final jump race. 

With his victory aboard All the Way Jose, 
Willie McCarthy maintained his lead atop the 
jockey table. Paddy Young, the reigning cham¬ 
pion, notched three wins at Saratoga to draw 
closer to McCarthy, who held a three-win edge 
over Ross Geraghty going into the fall season.

A. BRICE RIDGELY 

When A. Brice Ridgely died 
Aug. 5 at 67, it was if Maryland 
had lost more than one single 
citi 2 en. 

The horse industry lost a 
champion racehorse breeder, a 
loyal racehorse owner, a year- 
hng show stalwart, a board 
member of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, a 
strong voice in the pohtics of 
racing and breeding. 

The farming community 
around his Howard County 
farm. Spring Meadow, lost a 
cattle breeder, a hay produc¬ 
er, a collector of antique farm 
machinery, and a local agricul¬ 
tural icon who devoted himself 
to the Howard County Fair and to his 
fellow farmers. 

Eighteen months ago, Ridgely was 
diagnosed with gall bladder cancer. 
Through his treatments, he tried not to 
miss a step. At the 2014 Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association yearling show at 
Timonium, Brice entered five Spring 
Meadow yearhngs. He kept up his small 
racing stable, winning a pair of races in 
2014. He took his turns buying breakfast 
for a rotating group of farming pals. He 
did everything, and anything, for anyone 
in need. 


A superb athlete at Glenelg High in the 
mid-1960s, Ridgely entered the family 
farming business immediately upon grad¬ 
uation. He and his wife Mary Anne 
bought out his father’s estate in Spring 
Meadow Farm some 20 years ago. On the 
rolling hills of Howard County, Ridgely 
grew his own hay, and fed his horses as 
though they were all champions, which in 
fact, one was: Declan’s Moon, the unde¬ 
feated Echpse Award champion 2-year- 
old of 2004; the Kentucky Derby favorite 
of 2005 until a knee injury in late March 
that year. Ridgely had sold Declan’s Moon 
as a yearhng for $125,000 to California 


owner Samantha Siegel, in 
whose silks the gelding ran. 
The Rdgelys had purchased 
Vee Vee Star, dam of Declan’s 
Moon, as a weanling for $3,500. 
She finished third to Silver- 
buUetday in the 1999 Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 before 
gaining fame as a broodmare. 

In late July of this year, 
Ridgely underwent surgery, 
from which comphcations 
arose. His memorial service 
at Spring Meadow brought 
together hundreds of his 
friends, from his many walks 
of Hfe. His coffin was car¬ 
ried on a wagon pulled by a 
team of work horses down 
Route 97 for a mile to the Oak 
Grove Cemetery. 

Surviving in addition to his wife are 
sons and daughters-in-law Chip and 
Courtney Ridgely, Randy Ridgely and 
Wilson R. Jr. and Gwen Bounds; daugh¬ 
ters and sons-in-law Melissa and David 
Covolesky and Rachel and Mike Price; 
brother H. Wayne Ridgely, sister Carol 
Ann Wheatley and 10 grandchildren.

VIRGINIA ARTHUR 

Virginia ‘‘Ginny” Arthur, a secretary in 
the offices of horsemen groups in West 
Virginia and Maryland for more than 40 
years, died Aug. 25. She was 95. 

Arthur graduated from Strayer’s 
Business College in the mid-1930s; mar¬ 
ried Vernon Arthur, a trainer on the 
Maryland/West Virginia/Delaware circuit 
whose charges included 1965 Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year Miss Spin, in 1947; 
and started working for the Charles Town 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association in October 1957. 

She worked part-time for the HBPA 
until her husband’s death in 1970, then 
took a full-time position in Maryland. She 
worked in the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association office at the state’s 
tracks until her retirement in 1999. 

In an interview in 1998, Arthur said of 
her role in helping generations of horse¬ 
men: ^Anything I can do to make their hves 


easier-filling out forms, tracking down 
information, taking calls from people look¬ 
ing for jobs-is what I’m here for. There’s 
something different every day; it’s never 
boring.” 

DANIEL BORISLOW 

Philadelphia native Daniel Borislow, 
who made his fortune as an innovator in 
the telecommunications industry and had a 
passion for horse racing, died July 21 at 52. 

Borislow founded Tel-Save, a long-dis¬ 
tance telephone service company based in 
New Hope, Pa., in the late 1980s. He was 
also the inventor of Magicjack, a device 
which provides phone service not con¬ 
nected with phone companies, and was 
pioneer in developing phone calls over the 
Internet. 

A frequent visitor to Philadelphia Park, 
Borislow purchased his first race horse in 
1991 and hired trainer John Scanlan. His 
first stakes win came in Pimlico’s Loser 


Weeper Stakes in April 1994 with Dinner 
in Rio, who went on to become a graded 
stakes winner. Other Borislow stakes win¬ 
ners included Talk Is Money, Champagne 
Royal and Ultravase. 

Borislow’s best runner was multiple 
Grade 1 winner Toccet (named for Phila¬ 
delphia Flyers player Rick Tocchet), one 
of the best juveniles of 2002 after winning 
the Grade 1 Champagne and Hollywood 
Futurity plus two other graded stakes. 
Borislow bred graded stakes winner High 
Finance, a son of Talk Is Money, and raced 
2005 Queen’s Plate winner Wild Desert in 
partnership. For a time he owned Beautiful 
Bid, dam of millionaires Mecke and cham¬ 
pion Beautiful Pleasure, and sold her for 
$2.6 million at Fasig-Tipton Kenmcky’s 
November sale in 2000. 

Borislow resided in Florida with his 
wife Michelle and was in the news again 
this past spring when he hit the Gulfstream 
Park Rainbow Pick 6 worth $6.6 million.

gon. It was the stakes debut 
for the Rick Dutrow-trained 
colt campaigned by Mace and 
Samantha Siegel’s Jay Em Ess 
Stable.

The colt was another sales 
coup for the Siegels, who 
purchased him for $70,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern FaU Yearling sale. 

B Mountaineer Gaming Group 
was moving fuU speed ahead 
to build a track in Erie, Pa. 

The new racetrack and slots 
casino to be known as Presque 
Isle Downs had a pricetag of 


$80 million and was expected 
to open by May 2006. 

B Frighteningly fast 
Ghostzapper earned a 128 
Beyer speed figure in winning 
the Grade 3 Philip H. IseHn 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap at 
Monmouth. Frank Stronach’s 
homebred trained by Bobby 
Frankel was electric over the 
sloppy track, winning the 1 Vs- 


mile test by nearly 11 lengths. 
It was his first trip around two 
turns and beyond 7 furlongs 
and had Frankel thinking 
longer distances in the near 
future. 

Ghostt^apper captured his next 
two starts as well- the Grade 1 
Woodward Stakes and Breeders' Cup 
Classic-earning him the Eclipse 
Awardfor Horse of the Year. 


25years ago 

B Frank J. De Francis, 62, the 
charismatic former 
international lawyer credited 
with revitalizing Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred racing industry 
over the previous four years, 
died in August. 

Editor Rich Wilcke com¬ 
mented on his passing: ‘Trank 
De Francis was an achiever. 
While he undoubtedly had 
many creative ideas, his crown¬ 
ing talent was his ability to 
put ideas to work. Once he 
beheved in a project and set 
his mind in that direction, he 
moved heaven and earth to 
complete it.” 

B Allowed the opportunity, 
famed Maryland breeder 
Allaire duPont voiced her 
opinion on one of her 
passions: equine welfare. 



Track owner, Innovator and achiever 
Frank De Francis died In 1989. 


“What happens every year 
to the hundreds of aging race¬ 
horses who are no longer able 
to earn their keep? It’s almost 
too sad to think about. . . 

“We owe these animals a 
decent retirement. All of us 
here in Maryland who love 
horses need to work on start¬ 


ing a home for old horses. It 
has been done in New York, 
with heartwarming results. And 
there is no reason something 
like that can’t happen here. 

“Horse lovers should not 
be discouraged by the enormi¬ 
ty of the problem. Every httle 
bit helps. Every horse we save 
is worth some effort.” 

B Laurel-based trainer 
Howard Wolfendale, with a 
barn of 18 horses, was the top 
percentage trainer on the 
Maryland circuit since the fall 
of 1988, reported Marty 
McGee, winning at a 31 
percent clip. Yet there had 
been httle fanfare. “And that’s 
OK with Howard,” McGee 
wrote. “With his quiet, easy¬ 
going style, he lets his horses 
do the talking for him.” 

The 32-year-old trainer 
took out his hcense in 1977, 
soon after he met his future 


wife Tammy at Penn National. 
The couple hved in Columbia, 
Md., with their 3-year-old 
daughter Maggie. 

B Eleanor Sparenberg’s Ross 
Valley Farm in Sparks, Md., 
celebrated two wins at 
Saratoga on Travers Day by 
horses bred at the farm - an 
allowance win for the 3-year- 
old filly Snowing (out of 
Echpse Award winner 
Heavenly Cause), and 
Houston’s 2-length score in 
the Grade 3 Kings’s Bishop 
Stakes. 

It was the third graded 
win of the year for Houston, 
a son of Seattle Slew out of 
Eclipse Award winner Smart 
Angle and $2.9 million sales 
yearling, but stiU left many 
feeling disappointed after the 
high expectations for the D. 
Wayne Lukas trainee earlier in 
the year. 
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50years ago 

B Rain did not deter 
bidders as records fell in all 
departments at the fourth 
annual Eastern Fall Sales in 
Timonium, Md. Over two 
days 221 yearlings sold for 
$706,200, for an average of 
$3,195. A Nashua colt brought 
the top bid of $17,500 from 
New Jersey resident Lillian E 
Morrissey 

The sales-topper was sold 
through the consignment 
of James Wiley for Donald 
Bradley Wiley had purchased 
the colt six weeks earher for 
$7,000 at Saratoga and in the 
meantime sold him for $10,000 
to Bradley

Telegraph reported on the 
possibility of flat racing in 
Pennsylvania. “An all-out 
legislative campaign to legali 2 e 
flat racing in Pennsylvania in 
1965 is being planned by the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association. 

“With pari-mutuel harness 
racing already operating in 
the state, the drive to estab- 


fish Thoroughbred racing is 
regarded as having a better 
chance of success than ever 
before.” 

B Foal crop numbers pro¬ 
vided by The Jockey Club 
offered a seven-year compari¬ 
son. Based on the most recent 
figures, for the crop of 1963, 
Virginia ranked third in the 
nation, with 826 registered 
foals, up from 625 in 1957. 
Maryland was sixth with 664, 
New Jersey 12th (304) and 
Pennsylvania 13th (258). All 
states showed increases over 
the seven-year period. 

Other states in the region with 
registered foals were South Carolina 
(82f West Virginia (37), North 
Carolina (32) and Delaware (16). 


75years ago 

B Excitement was building for 
the second annual Fall Sales, 
sponsored by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, 
to be held in November. The 
first night would be made up 
entirely by Sagamore Farm 
yearlings, broodmares and a 
few weanlings, and held at 
Alfred Vanderbilfs farm in a 
heated garage.

The sale would be held 
over three days, with ses¬ 
sions also conducted at the 
Timonium Fairgrounds and 
Pimlico. 

B Fasig-Tipton was handling 
the complete dispersal of 
Audley Farm horses at the 
BerryviUe, Va., farm in late 
October. The announcement 
noted: “B.B. Jones, one of 
America’s largest breeders for 
the past quarter century, is 
now 73 years old and, due to 
ill health during the past year, 
has decided to discontinue his 
breeding activities.”

Following inquiries on the 
si 2 e of the jumps, a complete 
list was given. The larg¬ 
est jump was the 13th (the 
Liverpool), at 6’4” high with a 
breadth of 13’, including water 
and ditch. 

B After the conclusion of 
half-miler season, racing 
returned to the major tracks in 
Maryland. First up was Havre 
de Grace, with three stakes 
offered during the meet. Major 
Ral Parr’s “mite of a 2-year- 
old,” Victory Morn, won the 
Eastern Shore Handicap. 
Trained by Guy Bedwell, the 
son of ^Challenger II showed 
plenty of courage “after 
getting knocked about in the 
stretch.”

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It IS a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest marlcet for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac- 
ing/ an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
IS an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

WE ARE LUCKY IN MARYLAND 
to have so many things to celebrate. 
Historical and significant, such as the 
200th anniversary of the writing of the 
Star Spangled Banner, celebrated by 
a week of festivities in Baltimore this 
past September. Every Fall the horse 
industry comes together on Jim McKay 
Maryland Million Day to celebrate horses 
and Maryland. It is time to reinforce 
that connection, to remind us how 
important horses were and still are today. 
They are our heritage and our bond. 

In Maryland our culture is defined 
by the Chesapeake Bay, the blue crab 
and the Thoroughbred. The Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association was formed 
in 1929, the first of its kind, long before 
most states even had horse racing.

This 
past May was the 139th running of 
the Preakness. This year is the 29 th 
anniversary of Maryland Million Day. 

In horse racing years the Maryland 
Million is still a youngster, the kid 


brother of that upstart national event 
called the Breeders’ Cup. It has been 
said that “history never looks like 
history when you are living through 
it.” Who knew that when Jim McKay 
went to California in 1984 to see the 
inaugural Breeders’ Cup he would 
come back with a plan? “Let’s do that 
here—in Maryland,” he said. “We 
can do that!” He was right, two years 
later we did. And the rest is history. 

Horse racing and breeding are 
guided by tradition and ritual. 

Horse people appreciate experience 
and the knowledge that it grants. 
Breeding, foaling and weaning are all 
dictated by the cycles of nature. 

Thoroughbred horses are carefully 
planned and made-they are impacted by 
length of the day, the size of the moon 
and the tug of the rising tides.

Saratoga Showcase Day 
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MARYLAND MILLION RUNNERS 
can —and do —come from anywhere. But 
each of them must meet certain speci¬ 
fied requirements in order to qualify as 
starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stal¬ 
lion must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallions stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated-they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

“We have always wanted to get every 
foal by every nominated stallion in the 
program, and this is the way to do it,” 
said Cricket Goodall, executive director of 
Maryland Million Ltd. “Now when you 
breed to a Maryland Million nominated 
stallion you know that your foal is eligible 
to take advantage of this great program.” 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to

second; 1 percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth. 

Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which he is foaled. 

Eleven other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 28 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred in 
Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachusetts, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia have gone to the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Seventy-four of 
the 301 events have gone to horses bred 
outside of Maryland. 

The scorecard for out-of-state runners 
reads:

Ratios have varied from year to year. 
On the inaugural Maryland Million Day 
in 1986, only three Maryland-breds won. 
The following year, they accounted for 
eight of the nine races. In ’93, for the 
first time ever, Maryland-breds swept the 
program—a feat duplicated in 1997 and 
2000. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 


Glassic, taking 21 of the 28 runnings. 
Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running. New Jersey-breds 
Frugal Doc (1996) and Guba (2008) 
and Pennsylvania-breds Sumerset 
(2001), Docent (2002, 2003) and 
Presidentialaffair (2004), were foaled 
outside Maryland borders. Victorious 
Maryland-breds in the Glassic are: Little 
Bold John (1987), Mister S. M. (1988), 
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Not For Love, Norfhview 
Stallion Station's I 1-time 
leading sire, continues 
to draw awoy os 
Maryland Million's all- 
time sire leader with 
Eighttofasttocatch's 
second Classic victory 
in 2013. The closest 
stallion with runners still 
competing is Two Punch 
with 13 wins, 15 less 
than Not For Love. 

Not For Love is the 
only stallion to sire four 
winners on a card twice, 
accomplishing the rare 
feat in 2009 and 2011. 
Only two other stallions 
had as many winners 
in one day-Allen's 
Prospect (2000) and 
Rollicking (1988).

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A million reasons 

Johnson bets on Maryland Million 
with stallions, mares, racehorses

LARRY JOHNSON LOOKED ahead by 
looking back. 

The Maryland Million looming, John¬ 
son considered his youth movement to the 
northeast, eight Street Magician 2-year- 
olds livening the Laurel Park and Fair Hill 
barns of trainer Mike Trombetta. 

‘TVe got several bullets,” Johnson said, 
citing potential starters in the Nursery and 
Lassie, “and Ill try to shoot as many of 
them as I can.” 

Photo displays in Johnson s stately 
Virginia home tell of fruitful racing mo¬ 
ments over four decades as owner/breeder. 


The gallery, for now, bears one Maryland 
Million breakthrough - a 2010 Lassie score 
by homebred Doing Great. Johnson is 
prepared to make room for more. 

“The Million program offers the one 
day where it’s all about Maryland, about 
Maryland stallions and Maryland farms 
and people that have invested years and 
thousands of dollars, and the whole day is 
their feature,” Johnson said. “By Maryland, 
for Maryland, in Maryland.” 

He referenced 1990, a boom period 
for Maryland racing and the year Allen’s 
Prospect’s 2-year-olds started running, and 


running away. Xray took the Nursery and 
Ameri Allen the Lassie on Million Day that 
year, prompting a newfound frenzy for the 
stud’s services. 

“I have delusions of grandeur that I can 
replicate that,” Johnson said. 

Country Life Farm principal Mike Pons 
savored the recollection. 

“All of a sudden the phones started ring¬ 
ing,” he said. “Prior to that, you’re on your 
hands and knees, saying, ‘Good Lord, what 
do we have to do to succeed?’ And then he 
pops these doors wide open, and folks that 
we’d always called and never called us back 
were now calling us.” 

Johnson’s buoyancy transcends his 
2-year-olds, his 25 runners in training and 
30 broodmares. Amid a Maryland racing 
renaissance boosted by slots-fed purse 
gains, Johnson had a central role on the 
state racing commission task force that 
endorsed a Maryland-bred purse-bonus 
program for owners and trainers and 
helped negotiate a landmark 10-year deal 
between tracks and horsemen. He also 
serves on boards of the Maryland Million, 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
and the Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association. 

“I’m optimistic for the first time in a 
long time about the stability, about the 
economics, about the recognition of the 
importance of a breeding program to a suc¬ 
cessful racing program,” he said. 

That optimism spoke without a word, 
when Johnson sent third-year stud Street 
Magician and rookie Despite the Odds to 
Heritage Stallions, the first Maryland stud 
farm launched in nearly a decade. Founded 
by Maryland horse-breeding legacies and 
former Northview Stallion Station opera-

tives Louis Merryman, Brooke Bowman 
and Dr. Tom Bowman, Heritage engaged 
its 2014 debut season by also standing 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Giacomo, 
Canadian champion Hunters Bay, Grade 
1 winner Showing Up and Grade 3 winner 
Plan, each transplanted from Frank Stron- 
ach s far-reaching Adena Springs breeding 
empire. Tritap, a son of Tap it, will boost 
the roster next year, and general manager 
Merryman said the six stallions (and any 
other additions) will join Street Magician 
as Maryland Million nominated. 

In supporting Heritage, Johnson said, 
“IVe spent my life making decisions based 
on people. I think the people behind 
Heritage are first-class horsemen and, most 
importantly, first-class people ... And I was 
eager to participate in helping the opera¬ 
tion get going.” 

A Grade 3 winner by Street Cry (Ire) 
out of the Meadowlake mare Magical 
Meadow, homebred Street Magician 
began stud service at Northview in 2011, 
transferred to Heritage, stood this season 
for $3,000 and, according to Merryman, 
got close to 40 mares in foal. The Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred filly Rockin Jojo became his 
first winner, Aug. 30 at Parx, and stamped 
herself an early candidate for the Maryland 
Million Lassie. 

Merryman spoke of Street Magician s 
foals in rapturous tones. “For me, person¬ 
ally, all of them are substantial animals - 
healthy, they thrive, you don’t get sickly, 
weedy foals,” he said. “They are all very at¬ 
tractive. You can pick them out of a field. 

“The first time you put them on a truck, 
as a foal, they act like they’ve done it a 
thousand times before. The first time you 
put ’em into a wash stall, same thing. Those 
types of horses, to me, have the brains that 
you want to take to the racetrack. Because 
you’re going to ask them to do a lot, and 
if they’re smart and cooperative, training 
them for the [starting] gate, training them 
for the paddock at the track, all that stuff is 
just so much easier.” 

Johnson bred more than a dozen mares 
to Street Magician during the stallion’s first 
season, sold a few offspring and kept most 
to race. He now foals in Maryland at Heri¬ 
tage, on the sweet earth near Chesapeake 
City that once spanned iconic Windfields 
Farm, at the Bowman family’s Dance Forth 
Farm in Chestertown, and in Virginia at 
Legacy. 
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Afarm owner in Virginia, Larry Johnson has a diverse and vested interest in Maryland, 
standing two stallions, foaling mares and being a member of the board of three organizations. 


“I was surprised at how well his first 
crop sold, frankly,” Johnson said. “But we’re 
certainly not at the point where you can 
take a horse by him down to Kentucky and 
get six figures for it. So I probably still have 
about 10 mares that I send to Kentucky 
horses, and those are the ones that I think 
are capable of producing a select-sale- 
quality yearling. 

“The ones I bred to him were generally 
good racehorses with reasonable pedi¬ 
grees, but not the kind you could take to 
Saratoga.” 


Johnson also sent eight mares to Despite 
the Odds (Speightstown—Lady Aloma, 
by Cozzene), a colt for whom he paid a 
personal-high $300,000 in partnership at 
a Timonium 2-year-old sale. The gray colt 
won the Grade 3 Hill Prince at Belmont 
Park, three other races and $261,429 in a 
19-race career. He stood for $1,500 and got 
about 40 mares in foal. 

“This is one of the most stout, solid 
horses I’ve ever been around,” said Mer¬ 
ryman, who bred two of his five mares 
to Despite the Odds (two went to Street 
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Johnsons homebred Great Notion filly Doing Great won the 2010 Maryland Million Lassie in her second start. 


Magician, one to Giacomo). “I keep telling 
our guys, ‘This is our sleeper.’ ” 

Johnson loves that his stallions stand in 
Maryland for its newfound fiscal health, 
its breeding enhancements, its beckoning 
promise. 

‘T think that both of them fit a regional 
market, and I don’t think there is a regional 
market right now for stallions that’s better 
than Maryland,” he said, excluding New 
York for its “separate dynamic.” He added, 
‘T think it is a terrific, underserved market. 
Historically, it’s been a great place to start 
a young stallion. I think it went through a 
real trough, with uncertainty of days, un¬ 
certainty of economics, a big decline in the 
breeding population. But it’s on the cusp 
of a real resurgence, and I think it’s a great 
opportunity.” 

Johnson, 67, has impressed his Mary¬ 
land thumbprint while expanding his 
Virginia footprint. His Legacy Farm, born 
into the Blue Ridge foothills, had a three- 
quarter-mile training track and starting 
gate and all the trappings of a dapper horse 
haven before Johnson bought the property 
next door. The updated tally: 275 acres. 

His interstate approach coaxes vintage 
candor. “Virginia has great property and 
great land and great lifestyle,” he said, “and 
bad racing.” 

Johnson, as evidenced by that comment, 
speaks his mind - no matter where he is. 

“He’s very opinionated, that’s for sure, 
but he’s also heavily invested in all areas,” 


trainer and MHBA vice president Donald 
Barr said. “He’s got a couple stallions. He’s 
got a bunch of mares. He raises a bunch of 
horses. He races all over the place. He’s one 
of the few guys that you can honestly point 
to and say, ‘He does it all at this moment.’ ” 

Who could have seen it coming ? John¬ 
son’s first racehorse investment, $1,600 in 
the mid-1970s, yielded a fast profit and an 
eventual claim of Ran’s Chick, an ill-bred 
filly who promptly bowed a tendon. In a 
stated act of desperation, he bred Ran’s 
Chick to Red Monk, Oliver Goldsmith’s 
frail rocket, while being denied stalls at 
Bowie Race Track because horse-training 
granddad Earl Johnson lacked a sufficient 
profile. 

Ran’s Chick’s debut foal, the filly 
Whatwouldhappenif, won 11 of 56 
starts, helped Johnson’s horses regain 
racetrack lodging and produced the stakes 
winner What It Is, a Parfaitement filly 
who furthered Ran’s Chick’s improbably 
dynastic female line. The growth story 
yielded a fresh, dramatic arc after Johnson 
bought the Clever Trick mare Short Time 
and for $150,000 sold her resultant Street 
Cry (Ire) yearling colt Victor’s Cry, who 
became a Grade 1 winner in the 2010 
Shoemaker Mile at Hollywood Park. The 
operation now blossoming, Johnson- 
owned runners, mostly homebreds, have 
totaled 110 or more starts each year since 
2010 and twice have exceeded 
$1 million in purses. 


“The engine that drives everything 
else” is Veris Consulting, the business- 
related firm Johnson founded and chairs. A 
forensic accountant, Johnson has testified 
in some of the land’s most celebrated fiscal 
corruption cases - Bernie Madoff, Enron, 
WorldCom. 

“I always think I’m right, but there’s 
generally somebody in the room who dis¬ 
agrees,” Johnson said. “I mean, some things 
tend to be more black and white. But when 
you get into issues whether someone made 
good or bad judgments or properly applied 
a standard, that’s where reasonable people 
can disagree.” 

For now, few would disagree that 
Maryland’s breeding and racing industries 
are refreshed, invigorated. And Johnson is 
investing accordingly. 

“I’ve concentrated all my eggs in the 
Maryland basket,” he said. “I think it is the 
place to be in the Mid-Atlantic area.” 

Looking forward by looking back, 
Johnson spoke in upbeat tones as well 
about Short Time, his Grade 1 producer 
who’d conceived but failed to deliver a foal 
four straight years.
